Editor, 

Lately,  there  has  been  a  lot  of  talk  about  the  faulty  con- 
struction of  CCCC  buildings.  The  Register,  sniffing  a 
possible  scandal,  did  a  cover  story  recently.  Statewide, 
people  are  complaining  about  the  1.6  million  dollars 
allocated  to  repair  our  almost-new  buildings.  In  fact,  it 
seems  that  the  only  people  remaining  silent  about  the 
situation  are  the  staff,  students  and  faculty  of  4C's.  We 
tiave  learned  to  accept  the  leaks  and  threatened  collapses, 
and  go  calmly  about  our  business.  As  practical  people,  we 
don't  take  personal  offense  at  the  shoddy  construction  of 
our  school  buildings.  We  aren't  particularly  shocked  at 
the  inefficient  use  of  pubUc  money;  we  might  as  weu  oe 
offended  by  a  January  snowstorm.  This  is  life;  we're 
lucky  to  have  a  campus,  an  unlavish  budget,  and  cheap 
tuition.  Sowe  ignore  the  trusses,  "stay  clear  of  areas."  and 
accept  that  the  state  will  fix  it  next  Spring. 

All  of  this  calm  acceptance  may  be  very  fine  and  tolerant, 
but  I  feel  we  should  become  more  actively  Involved.  Rather 
than  working  around  the  situation  until  the  state  comes  to 
the  rescue,  we  could  actuaUy  make  use  of  these  difficulties. 

I  propose  that  we  spend  most  of  the  money  being 
allocated  for  repairs  on  frills,  such  as  more  course  offerings 
and  hiring  more  faculty.  The  buildings  themselves  can  be 
used,  with  very  slight  modifications,  to  actually  improve 
campus  life,  in  unique  and  varied  ways.  For  instance : 

Beautlf  Ication.  Plant  ferns  in  all  the  dripping  stairweUi, 
and  perhaps  small  ornamental  fountains.  The  drips  should 
form  stalactites  in  a  few  years,  lending  more  charm  to 
these  inviting  little  niches.  Also  a  large  tropical  aquarium 
would  certainly  be  a  nice  addition  to  the  second  floor  of  the 
hbrary,  and  mi'ch  more  efficient  than  wastebaskets  for 
catching  the  drips 

New  sports  offerings.  If  a  refrigeration  unit  were  pUced 
under  the  gym  noor.  ice  hockey  and  figure  skating  could  be 
added  to  the  curriculum     Let  it  rain! 

New  Interdisciplinary  study  groups.  Small  teams  of 
students  could  work  on  unique  projects  for  credit  In  the 
department  of  thejj  choice  Exampe :  a  poUUcal  science 
student  might  assume  the  task  of  convincing  the  depart- 
ments and  faculty  members  Involved  of  the  great  need  and 
significance  of  the  study.  He  would  also  bargain  for  the 
maxunumnumberofcreditsforeachstudentinvolved.  An 
enginecnng  student  might  then  pick  out  a  particular 
building  and  determine  the  point  at  which  it  would  collapse

removed^  FinaUy.  students  in  RE.  110  (Self-Exploration 
throug  Adventure  AcUvityi  could  sit  under  the  structure 
scaffolding  removed,  and  contemplate  sudden  death.  ' 
In  conclusion.  I  believe  we  have  a  situation  here  that 
"can  be  turned  cheaply  to  our  advantage.  With  a  more 
creaUve  approach  lo  the  problem,  we  might  change  *C'8 
into  a  tnily  unique  institution.

I  had  overlooked  the  fact  that  today  was  Saturday;  day 
of  football,  basketbaU,  boxing,  soccer,  etc.  My  good  friend 
sat  therein  a  siate  of  rigormortis,  thoroughly  engrossed  in 
thai  colorful  black  box  that  sat  four  feet  in  front  of  him 
Occasionally,  he  would  jump  up,  wait  for  a  commercial, 
and  quickly  switch  through  the  channels  searching  for  other 
contests  that  might  be  going  on. 

One  rare  sentence  I  managed  to  slip  In  during  our  visit 
was  a  sarcastic  inquiry  as  to  the  number  of  hours  he 
devoted  to  watching  football  on  weekends,  StUI  transfixed 
with  the  set.  he  responded  in  a  dry,  monotonous  voice, 
"What  else  is  there  to  watch'  "  The  question  hung  in  the  air 
like  a  dirigible  until  I  had  a  chance  to  get  a  hold  of  it  What- 
else-is-there-to- watch  WATCH!  That  was  the  peculiar 
word  that  had  struck  me.  By  using  the  word  "watch  "  he 
had  presupposed  there  was  nothing  else  to  do  !  He  was  a 
victim  of  television  brainwashing.  In  short,  he  thought  in 
terms  of  watching  rather  than  doing.  Ubiquitous  im-

I  am  writing  to  complain  about  the  cost  of  com- 
prehensive insurance  as  sold  here  at  Cape  Cod  Com- 
munity CoUege,  which  may  be  putting  medical  treatment 
out  of  the  reach  of  many  students  There  are  several 
nasms  why  1  feel  the  cost  of  Insurance  b  too  high  T^e 
sizable  increase  from  last  semester,  the  paucity  of 
students  who  can  afford  it.  and  the  possibility  of 
corruption  at  high  level  state  offices  are  just  a  few 

The  rate  of  increase  from  last  semester  to  this  semester 
was  over  300  per  cent.  Friends  of  mine  who  have  worked 
in  insurance  have  told  me  that  this  type  of  increase  in 
unheard  of  One  cannot  help  but  wonder  if  Slate  Insurance 
Commissioner  Stone  has  had  this  brought  to  his  attention.

There  are  few  students  who  can  afford  this  type  of  ex- 
pense After  all.  sixty  per  cent  of  the  day  students  are 
Uving  away  from  home  The  cost  of  insurance  is  now  equal 
to  the  cost  of  tuition  for  in-stale  students,  for  out-of-state 
students  it  remains  the  second  highest  expense  in  iheu 
budget  Most  students  operate  on  a  fixed  or  limited  ui- 
come,  making  insurance  too  costly.  Gross  profits  are 
being  made  somewhere! 

It  is  these  very  profits  which  make  one  consider  the 
possibiUty  of  corruption  ui  high  state  offices.  One  is  fur- 
therconcemed  when  he  realizes  that  there  was  no  bidding 
for  the  insurante  contracts.  Students  are  given  two 
choices,  take  it  or  leave  it'

Orr  Retires  Number 


BOSTON-  The  sellout  crowd  of  over  14.000  stood, 
cheering  wildly  at  their  hero,  who  had  dominated  the 
National  Hockey  League  for  10  years,  which  had  seemed 
such  a  short  time  for  such  a  good  player 

Bobby  Orr,  said  by  many  to  have  been  the  best  hockey 
player  ever,  had  his  number  (No.  4)  retired  at  Boston 
Garden  prior  to  the  Bruins  exhibition  game  with  the 
Soviet  Wings  (Wings  of  the  Soviet,  to  be  formal)  beforea 
capacity  crowd  on  Jan.  4.  The  game  had  been  sold  out  for 
weeks,  but  probably  not  for  the  game  Itself.  If,  the  Bruins 
had  held  Bobby  Orr  night  on  an  evening  when  no  game 
was  scheduled,  the  Garden  still  probably  would  have  been 

For  the  first  time  in  many  years,  there  was  an  ex- 
citement. There  was  a  kind  of  electricity  in  the  air,  the 
kind  of  feeling  nobody  had  felt  since  the  superstar 
defenseman  left  the  Bruins  in  1976. 

All  of  the  dignitaries  were  there,  of  course,  Harry 
Sinden,  the  Bruins'  general  manager;  Oarence  Camp- 
bell, the  former  NHL  president;  Bob  Wilson,  voice  of  the 
Bruins  on  WITS;  Larry  Ziegler,  present  NHL  president; 
Paul  Mooney,  president  of  the  Bruins ;  Senator  Kennedy ; 
Ed  King,  newly-elected  governor  of  the  Bay  State  ;  and,  of 
course,  I'eggy.  Orr's  wife.  But  none  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned, except  for  Peggy 
Orr,  received  much  of  i 
cheer.  Bostonians  did  no 
want  a  long  drawn-out 
affair  during 
retirement  ceremony, 
and  the  Garden  fftltiiful 
made  that  clear  for  the 
entire  30-minute  duration 
as  they  soundly  booed 
each  and  every  one  of  the 
dignitaries  and  as  a 
result,  emcee  Tom  Fit- 
zgerald, formerly  of  the 
Boston  Globe,  soon  found 
out  tbathe  wasn't  going  to 
be  able  to  stick  to  the 
scheduled  program. 

All  of  the  attending  officials  v 
speech,  but  as  it  turned  out,  nor 
were  there  for  Bobby  Orr  and  they  let  the  group  on  the  ice 
know  about  it. 

Finally,  the  magic  moment  came.a  moment  Boston 
hockey  fans  have  been  waiting  for  since  1976,  When  Orr 
was  introduced,  a  thunderous  ovation  was  emitted  from 
the  ancient  building,  a  roar  that  hadn't  been  heard  since 
the  late  1960's  and  early  70's  when  Orr  thrilled  the  crowd 
with  his  perfect  skating  abiUty  and  almost  equal  scoring 
abiUty.  After  all,  this  man  was  the  sole  reason  that  the 
Bruins  enjoyed  completely  soldout  games  for  four  years

Everytime  that 
either  Fitzgerald  or  Orr  tried  to  quiet  the  crowd  down, 
the  roar  got  louder.  It  was  an  emotional  scene  to  say  the 
least. 

At  long  last,  the  fans  were  calmed  down  to  a  soft 
rumble,  and  the  soft^poke  Orr  spoke  to  his  subjects.  "[ 
don't  know  what  to  say,"  he  said  In  tears.  "I've  been 
working  on  a  speech  for  the  entire  week,  and  I  still  don't 
know  what  to  say." 

The  crowd  did  know  what  to  say.  though.  There  were 
several  cries  from  the  audience.  "We  love  you,  Bobby," 
screamed  one  woman.  "You're  the  greatest,"  yelled 
another.  At  this  point,  the  crowd  was  starting  to  get 
restless  again,  and  taunted  Orr  to  put  on  his  old  uniform, 
which  former  teammate  John  Buckyk  gave  to  him  as  a 
team  gift. 

After  it  was  apparent  the  crowd  wouldn't  take  no  for  an 
answer,  Orr,  presently  working  with  the  Chicago 
Blackhawks,  acknowledged  the  fans  request  as  he  ripped 
off  his  sultand  slipped  the  "NumberFour"  jersey  over  his 
head,  to  the  ecstasy  of  the  Boston  fans. 

After  another  three  to  four  minute  ovation.  Orr  con- 
tinued his  speech. 

"We've  got  a  good  hockey  game  coming  up  here 
tonight.  he  said  chokingly.  Back  on  the  subject  at 
hand,  he  said.  "The  10  years  I  spent  here  were  the  best 
years  of  my  life.  Boston's  probably  the  best  place  inthe 
country  to  play  hockey.  I  Just  love  you  so  much." 

This  brought  the  crowd  on  Its  feet  Bgain,and  once  more 
a  thunderous  roar  erupted  as  the  Invincible  Orr  and  his 
wife  (and  the  dignitaries  trailing  behind)  walked  off  the

into  any  game.  He  retired  without  embarrassing  himself 
and  will  always  be  remembered  as  one  of  the  best  hockey 
players  to  ever  come  along,  no  matter  what  city  it  is.  He 
was  one  of  a  kind  and  there  may  not  be  another  like  him. 

For  10  years,  from  1966  until  1976,  Bobby  Orr  was  the 
king,  Boston  Garden  was  his  palace  and  the  Bostonians 
were  his  subjects.  Nobody  can  ever  change  that.  They 
say  that  Babe  Ruth  was  the  builder  of  Yankee  Stadium. 
Maybe  Orr  didn't  build  the  Boston  Garden,  but  he  sure 
kept  it  alive  for  awhile.  I  will  never  forget  the  hun- 
dreds of  people  that  would  line  up  for  tickets  to  see  this 
man  ylay  hockey.

Life  in  Spain 

Each  year  for  S  weeks  of  the  summer,  a  program  is 
offered  to  students  m  the  U.S  and  Canada  to  travel  and 
study  in  Spain.  LKast  summer.  96  students  from  28  states, 
departed  from  Kennedy  Airport  in  New  York  and  flew  to 
Madrid.  The  grtoup  was  then  bussed  to  the  campus  of  the 
Ciudad  Universitaria.  Each  class  met  Five  days  a  week 
and  courses  ranged  from  Elementary  Spanish  to 
Uterature  and  Culture.  Students  toured  La  Mancha  for 
two  days,  visiting  all  the  interesting  places  related  to 
Cervantes  and  Don  Quioxote.  Some  students  had  the 
opportunity  to  take  advantage  of  the  optional  side  trips  to 
Paris,  LondtHi  and  Rome  arranged  by  the  program,  or 
trips  independent  of  the  program  itinerary. 

Once  or  twice  a  week  a  group  was  scheduled  to  visit 
such  historical  places  as  Valle  de  los  Caidoe,  El  Escorial, 
Segovia,  Avila,  Toledo,  Museo  del  Prado,  Palacio  Real, 
etc  Students  found  that  they  had  also  more  than  enough 
time  todo.  see  and  learn  whatever  they  chose. 

As  part  of  the  program,  a  trip  was  taken  to  Southern 
Spain,  visiting  famous  cities  as  Cordoba,  Sevilla, 
Granada.  Malaga.and  three  days  were  spent  in  the 
beautiful  Torremolinos  Beach. 

Plans  are  already  in  progress  for  the  15th  Summer 
School  Program  m  Spain  1979.  Students  may  earn  9 
quarter  college  credits.

As  early  as  1972,  local 
administrators  had 
complained  to  the 
Massachusetts  Bureau  of 
Building  Construction 
that  numerous  leaks  in 
the  newly-constructed 
library        and         ad- 


exisled.  Apparently 
nothing  was  done  about 

independent  study  done 
by  Engineers  Design 
Group  revealed  that  these 
deficiencies  still  exist  and 
have  resulted  in  further 

During  an  interview  with 
Cape  Cod  Community 
College's  President 
James  Hall,  he  was  asked 
why  the  state  had  not 
moved  to  rectify   these 


problems  sooner,  he 
replied  "I  really  don't 
know.  There  seems  to  be 
a  tnireaucratic  maze  that 
tends  to  slow  these  things 

While  reports  of  these 
problems  were  being 
ignored,  the  auditonum 

and  had  already 
developed  kinks  of  its 
own.   Open  gutter  joints, 

and  numerous  wall  leaks 
reported  by  state  in- 
spectors forced  the 
remioval  of  two  sections 
of  the  roof  at  a  cost  of 
S35,400  to  the  taxpayers  of 
Massachusetts. 

Immediately  following, 
another  state  inspector 
reported  that  work- 
manship of  the  site  was 
"very  sloppy,"  and  that 
many  jobs  were  not  being 
done  to  the  specifications 
agreed  upon  at  the  outset 
of  the  project.  Although 
these  reports  were 
received  and  filed. 
nothing  was  done  and  the 
state  was  moving  to 
accept  the  project. 
Finally,  in  June  of  1974,  a 
"certificate  of  use- 
occupancy"  was  signed 
stating  that  the  entire 
project  was  very  nearly 
complete.  However, 
much     caulking     still

For  the  many  of  us  who  listen,  we  know  what  we'll  be 
missing;  for  the  many  of  us  who  don't,  you  don't  know 
what  you  are,  or  will  be  missing.  WKKL,  our  campus 
radio  station  is.  perhaps,  the  best  thing  this  college  has  to 
offer  in  the  form  of  extra-curricular  activities;  without 
commercials,  it  is  one  of  the  best  radio  stations  on  Cape 


Cod.  ;

t  seems,  however,  that  we  are  in  danger  of  losing  it  to  a 
V  FCC  regulation  that  will  require  all  radio  stations  to 
boost  their  transmitting  power  to  100  watts,  or  be  put  off 
the  dial  Although  the  Student  Senate  had  this  fact 
brought  to  their  attention  last  year,  they  refused  to 
allocate  the  funds  necessary  for  KKL's  increase.  (Since 
then  the  prices  have  gone  up  |1,400.)  The  station  now 
needs  a  total  of  |10,000,  but  with  an  assurance  from  the 
Student  Senate  of  only  J4.000  Robert  McDonald,  the  Radio 
Gub  President,  has  told  me  he  could  file  an  application 
with  the  FCC  immediately;  thereby  getting  ahead  of  the 
anticipated  rush  that  could  result  in  delayed 
processmg  and-or  a  shutdown  of  the  station. 

This  weeX,  McDonald  will  ask  the  Student  Senate  for 
thai  assurance,  but  he  doesn"  t  seem  too  optimistic  about 
getting  the  money.  Although  Kristie  White,  the  Student 
Senate  President,  had  stressed  the  need  for  on  campus 
■COMMUNICATION"  (in  the  Student  Handbook  given  to 
us  this  year),  McDonald  still  feels  the  Student  Senate  will 
re-reject  his  request.  When  It  had  been  rejected  last  year, 
he  had  been  told  by  both  Dean  Sullivan  and  members  of 
the  Senate  to  get  radio  club  people  onthe  Senate  to  assure 
funds.  It  would  be  a  shame  to  lose  the  station  ju5t  because 
there  are  only  three  people  from  the  Radio  Club  in  the 
Student  Senate,  indeed,  it  is  a  shame  to  lose  the  station 
anyway. 

For  those  of  you  who  feel  M.OOO  is  too  much  money  to 
give  to  one  club,  consider  these  facts: 


-Even  Sandwich  High  School  has  a  radio  station  that 
complies  with  the  new  FCC  regulations. 

-Our  radio  station,  aside  from  this  one  time  expense, 
operates  on  a  yeariy  budget  of  13,000.  while  most  college 
stations  can't  do  it  for  less  than  $15,000.  (New  Hampshire 
CoUege.  for  instance,  operates  its  10  Watt  station  on 
tl5,DO0  a  year.) 

-Last  year,  the  Senate,  by  immediate  allocation  of 
funds  in  this  direction,  could  have  saved  $1,4000.  Next 
year  it  will  cost  even  more.  .        „  ,„ 

-The  station  will  be  able  to  ti-ansmit  from  Bourne  to 
Provincetown,  making  it  a  major  community  resource, 

-It  is  important  for  us  to  have  KKL,  and  KKL's 
potential  has  stiU  to  be  seen.  With  a  new  power  output, 
and  Uie  continued  support  of  our  students,  KKL  could  be  a 
major  form  of  communication  on  a  cultiiraUy  lacking 
Cape  Cod  Anyone  who  wants  to  produce  a  radio  program 
of  any  kind  can  do  so.  The  club  witii  35  members  is  sou 
understaffed  .and  has  room  for  so  many  different  ">'e'"^^ 
and  people.  Although  commercials  are  nog  legal, 
possible  for  shows  to  be  paid  for  by  '^'*''"^'^"j,  J^, 
anyone  wanting  sales  experience  or  P^^  „ 
techniques  wanting  to  develop  could  learn  with  the  raoi 
club.  -D.J-s"  can  impose  Uielr  rock  and  roU  prej«'"«"^,^ 
on  more  people  than  just  their  neighbors.  Soon  there  w^ 
be  a  tape  recorder  In  Pat  Austin's  Student  Acimu 
Office,  wiUi  which  students  can  make  announcemenis 
statements  on  the  radio. 

-And  yet  all  these  words  are  wasted  if  the  Studait 
Senate  is  not  convinced  of  KKL's  popularity  tills  wecR. 
Find  Kristie  White,  tiie  Student  Senate  President,  Heie" 
Admirand.  the  vice-president,  and  all  the  other  menmer^ 
of  our  iUustiious  Student  Senate,  and  tell  them  '  We  vbs 
oar  KKL."  because  "COMMUNICATION"  is  the  key  10" 
better  coUege,  a  better  Cape  Cod  Community  College.

the  auditorium,  and  the 
administration  building. 
It  was  also  advised  that 
the  flat  roofs  .md  flashing 
of  tfie  library  be  replaced 
because  they  were 
allowing  for  the  ac- 
cumulation of  trapped 
water  in  some  of  the 
walls.

(Desmond  St  Lord)  are 
responsible  because  they 
were  the  chief  siqwr- 
vlsors  for  the  entire 
project.  Attorney 

General  Francis  Bellotti 
will  reportedly  file  suit 
against  D  &  L  within  a 
month's  time.  When  4C's 
President  Hall  was  asked 
what  he  thought  about 
Desmond  and  Lord's 
responsibility,  he  replied 
"I  am  not  an  architect  or 
engineer  so  I  am  in  no 
position  to  make  that  sort 
of  judgement.  That 
should  be  left  to  the  ex-

anyone  you  allow  to  operate  the  vehicle  either  by  express 
or  unplied  consent.  The  minimum  coverage  allowed  by

Automotive  Report 

Drive  an  Investment 


It  is  really  a  shame  that  30  many  people  lose  money  due 
to  depreciation  of  their  automobiles,  since  this  need  not 
happen.  A  typical  example  of  someone  who  is  hurt  by 
depreciation  is  Joe  College  Student,  who  buys  a  1972  Ford 
Maverick  to  drive  back  and  forth  to  school-  Joe  pays  W50 
for  the  car.  but  two  years  from  now  he  will  be  lucky  if  he 
can  get  (500  for  it.  This  means  that  Joe  has  lost  $350  on 
the  deal;  however,  he  is  considerably  luckier  than  the 
buyer  of  a  new  sedan,  who  loses  about  $1000  per  year  for 
the  f  iret  two  years  he  owns  the  car  due  to  depreciation. 

This  is  all  very  sad.  but  the  truth  is,  there  is  a  simple 
solution  to  the  problem  of  rapidly  depreciating 
automobiles.  The  answer  is  obvious:  buy  a  car  that  does 
not  depreciate.  Cars  that  are  depreciation-free  are 
(ties  first,  expensive,  exotic  cars

(these,  unfortunately, 
student's  financial  range ) ; 


all  types  that  have  reached  their  lowest  selling  points- 
that  is,  cars  which  have  actually  started  to  increase  in 
value  due  to  their  uniqueness  and  also  to  a  wonderful 
phenomenon  known  as  "inflation." 

This  latter  variety  of  automobiles  invites  a  closer  look  to 
see  which  cars  might  be  considered  "unique"  and 
"desirable"  (and  therefore  free  from  depreciation).  A 
major  factor  in  desirability  of  cars,  and  practically 
everything  else  for  that  matter,  is  age.  Any  car  built 
before  1960  is  a  desirable  object  to  someone  out  there  in  the 
car  buying  world,  so  unless  the  buyer  of  a  pre-1960  car 
paysan  outrageous  sum  for  it,  he  can  expect  to  realize  his 
investment  when  he  sells  the  car,  if  reasonable  care  is 
taken  of  it. 

Another  variety  of  depreciation-free  automobiles  is  high 
performance  vehicles  Sports  cars  built  before  1970  are 
valuable  since  these  older  modeb  are  often  faster,  easier 
to  repair,  and  more  fun  to  drive  than  their  modern 
counterparts.  Also,  pracUcaUy  any  of  the  gas-guzzling 


muscle  cars  of  the  1960's  is  a  good  investment,  if  one  can 
afford  to  put  premium  gas  ( and  lots  of  it )  in  the  tank  every 
week.    Note:  by  "muscle  car,"  I  mean  Z-28  Camaros, 
Hemi  Barracudas.  AMX's  442  Oldsmobiles,  and  similar 
fast  but  thirsty  tanks  on  wheels.      Four  speed  tran- 
smissions and  big  V-8  engines  are  desirable,  whereas  six 
cylinder    Barracudas    and    Camaros    with    automatic 
transmissions  most  certainly  are  not.  Beware!  There  are 
pitfalls  to  be  avoided  when  purchasing  any  perftmnance 
car   A  majorone,  of  course,  isgas  mileage.  Another    is 
dependability:    British  sports  cars  nave  a  reputation 
of  requiring  a  great  deal  of  upkeep  and     you  would 
be  crazy  to  buy  one  if  you  are  not  prepared  to  tmker  with 
it  once  a  week  or  so  to  keen  the  thine  run  rung    properly 
Also,  some  Italian  cars  have  a  poor  reputation,.A  C3^ 
m  point  is  the  dual  overhead  camshaft  Fiat,  which  has  a 
rubber  belt  driving  the  cams.    Should    the  belt  break 
( which  is  a  common  occurrence ),  all  of  the  pistons  smash 
into  the  valves,  destroying  the  engine     If  the  car  is  fast 
and-or  fun  to  drive,  bear  in  mind  that  it  has  probably  seen 

amount  of  harsh  treatment  better  than  others,  but  few  if 
any  can  stand  up  to  being  wailed  on  constantly. 
Therefore,  it  is  especially  important  to  carefully  equate  a 
high  performance  car's  condition  before  purchase  (more 
on  this  next  issue).

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Problems  Plague  Heating  System 


In  the  past  few  weeks  the  Cape  has  been  caught  in  an  icy 
grip  and  many  of  the  classrooms  here  at  Cape  Cod 
Community  College  have  been  no  exception.  While  the 
state  is  seeking  a  solution  to  our  construction  problems, 
complicated  heating  problems  are  waiting  next  in  line.  As 
many  students  and  faculty  are  aware,  the  classrooms  are 
often  cold  to  the  point  where  they  become  uncomfortable. 
Many  instructors  have  been  forced  to  move  their  classes 
to  warmer,  unoccupied  rooms  that  can  mean  a  journey  to 
anoother  building.  The  North  Building  and  the  Arts  Center 
tend  to  be  particularly  cold.

Coffeehouse  Review

S.  Celeste  —  Superinlendant  of  Buiklings  and  Grounds. 
This  computer  is  a  product  of  the  Honeywell  Corporation 
and  isdesigned  tokeep  the  temperature  of  the  rooms  at  68 
degrees  during  class  hours  and  lower  them  to  55  while 
classes  are  not  in  progress.  When  the  computer  system  is 
wOTking  properly,  it  should  save  30-40  percent  on  the 
monthly  electnc  bill.  According  to  Celeste,  there  are  a 
number  of  "receptors"  scattered  throughout  all  the 
buildings  These  receptors  record  the  ten^rature  of  the 
area  where  they  are  located  and  send  it  back  to  the 
*  computer.  Low  temperatures  cause  the  computer  to  heat 
the  area  of  the  receptor  that  sent  the  message.  However, 


these  receptors  are  often  in  spots  where  tfie  heat  does  not 
circulate  properly  and  while  the  room  containing  the 
receptor  may  be  up  to  temperature  and  an  adjacent  room 
may  be  considerably  cooler  When  Celeste  was  asked  why 
this  was  the  case  he  replied,  "It  is  my  opmion  that  many 
of  the  receptors  are  badly  located  and  some  could  use 
recalibrating  and  adjustment."  A  system  of  baffles  was 
installed  dunng  the  original  construction  of  the  buildings 
and  was  designed  to  force  heat  down  from  heated  second 
floor  rooms  According  to  Celeste,  the  baffles  are  struc- 
turally insufficient  to  channel  the  heaL  Complications  in 
the  system  have  existed  since  last  July  and  since  the  state

RecenUy  40  students  at  Cape  Cod  Community  College 
between  the  ages  of  18  and  20  were  asked  this  question:  If 
Massachusetts  raised  the  drinking  age  to  21  would  that 
prohibit  you  from  obtaining  alcoholic  beverages  when  you 
wanted  them?  38  students  answered,  "no"  to  the  question. 
2  students  said  they  rarely  drank  so  raising  the  drinking 
age  would  not  affect  then.  Most  of  the  38  who  answered, 
'  said  they  had  older  friends  (of  agei  who  would 
purchase  booze  for  them  if  the  need  be. 

Many  of  those  polled  expressed  concern  over  not  being 
able  to  enter  their  favorite  night  club  to  enjoy  the  en- 
tertainment, rather  than  not  being  able  to  purchase 
alcoholic  beverages. 

This  poll  was  taken  before  the  Commonwealth  of 
Massachusetts  decided  to  raise  the  legal  drinking  age  to 
19  and  then  gradually  to  21.

Spokesmen  for  major 
firms  say  there  are  sound 
investment  reasons  for 
designing  credit 
programs  for  the  college 
market  that  Ignore  youth- 
ful finance  drawbacks 
such  as  no  property,  no 
income  and  no  credit 
history. 

"We  like  the  Jesuit 
concept  of  'get  'em  while 
they're  young'  because 
the  college  student  of 
today  is  the  consumer  of 
tomorrow,"  says  Kenneth 
V.  lurking,  senior  vice- 
president  of  the  Bank  d 
America,  the  country's 
largest  commercial  bank. 

John  Lockwood, 
director  of  the  In- 
ternational Consumer 
Credit  Association,  adds; 
"Students  are  more 
charge  card  oriented 
nowadays.  They  are 
brought  up  needing 
charge  cards."  The  St 
Louis-based  ICCA  is  a 
trade  association  for 
credit    card    companies. 

Industry  statistics  show 
the  entire  country  Is 
becoming  more  "credit 
card  oriented."  The 
Nilson  Report,   a   trade 


newsletter,  reports  that  if 
every  plastic  credit  card 
holder  was  to  spend  up  to 
his  credit  limit  on  each 
card,  the  total  debt  would 
be  over  260  billion.  By 
1985.  Uie  figure  Is  ex- 
pected to  reach  SOO 
billion. 

But  even  with  this 
growth,  hassles  still  exist 
for  college  credit  ap- 
plicants. 

"The  problem  for 
students  has  been  being 
educated  enough  to  know 
how  to  go  about 
establishing  credit- 
knowing  where  to  go," 
says  KSU's  Stockdell. 

Mary  Alice  Minney, 
director  of  education  for 
ICCA.  suggests  to 
students  that,  "The  last 
thing  you  should  go  after 
is  a  major  credit  card, 
because  that  is  the  last 
thing  you're  going  to 
get." 

She  suggests  starting 
"small":  opening  an 
account  at  a  local 
department  store, 
returning  mailed  ap- 
plications of  established 
companies,  and  Joining  a 
credit  union  at  work. 

Taking  out  a  amjill  loan 
even  when  it  is  not 
necessary  and  paying  It 
back  promptly  Is  also  a 
good  start  for  a  credit 
rating,  Minney  says. 

If  an  Oklahoma  State 
student  is  denied  credit. 
Fox  suggests  he  go  back 
and  find  out  why.  "The 
first  thing  that  I  em- 
phasize to  people  Is  the 
Fair  Credit  Rreportlng 
Act,  passed  In  1971.  You 
have  to  be  told  the  reason 
why  you  were  turned 
down  for  credlt-if  it's 
legitimate,  that  in- 
formation could  help  In 
the  future." 

It  may  take  some 
planning  and  persistence 
tgettlng  credit,  but 


some  companies  are 
eager  to  help  out.  One 
reason  is  that  a  college 
student  is  expected  to 
work  in  a  higher  salary 
bracket  after  graduation 
and  receive  pay  increases 
at  a  faster  rate  than 
people  without  a  college 
education  says  Bob 
Arietta,  of  Atlantic  Rich- 
field Oil  Co. 

And  sometimes, 
"students  exhibit  an 
above-average  loyalty  to 
a  company  if  they  get 
their  credit  card  Into  the 
student's  hands 
early,"saya  Irwin  Pen- 
ner,  chairman  of 
Gracious  Lady  Services. 
GLS  is  the  parent  com- 
pany for  CoUege  Credit 
Card  Corp.,  which 
promotes  its  clients' 
credit     cards  on  many

"Selectivity"  Is  the  key 
to  choosing  the  right 
college  market,  Penner 
concludes.

Can  A  Right  Be 
Taken  Away? 


One  of  the  biggest  issues  that  is  facing 
college  students  today  is  the  raising  of  the 
drinking  age  from  18  to  21,  There  are  many 
pros  and  cons  to  this  proposed  bill.  Below  is 
my  view.  What  is  yours?  What  are  you  doing 
about  this  bill?  If  you  would  like  to  express 
your  views  on  this  and  any  other  topic,  please 
leave  typed  letters  either  in  the  Main  Sheet 
mailbox,  or  in  the  Main  Sheet  office,  rm.

In  1973  Legislation  passed  a  bill  which 
lowered  the  drinking  age  from  21  to  18  in 
Massachusetts.  Now,  after  only  six  years,  the 
legislation  is  up-in-arms  to  raise  the  age  back 
to  21-  Governor  King,  the  man  behind  the 
proposed  bill,  insists  that  since  1973.  with  the 
lowering  of  the  drinking  age,  highway  ac- 
cidents due  to  drunk  driving  has  been  on  a 
steady  rise,  thus  blaming  teenage  drivers.  The 
general  feeling  of  18  year  olds  is  that  society  is 
placing  the  blame  on  youth  and  if  one  is 
drafted  to  fight  a  war  and  is  allowed  to  vote, 
then  it  is  their  right  as  young  adults  to  be 
allowed  alcoholic  beverages.  Americans  pride 
themselves  on  democracy,  yet  with  this 
proposed  bill,  18  year  olds  are  losing  one  of 
their  rights. 

Before  1973,  after  graduating  from  high 
school,  18  year  olds  were  faced  with  decisions 
to  make  and  laws  to  follow.  One  of  the 
decisions  was  the  freedom  to  pick  represen- 
tatives of  society  through  the  voting  process. 
Yet  at  the  age  when  a  new  world  was  opening 
up  for  young  adults,  18  year  olds  were  not 
allowed  in  bars,  It  was  against  the  law  to  serve 
alcoholic  beverages  to  "minors"-  In  the  voting 
process,  these  "minors"  carry  a  large  per- 
centage of  the  votes  that  determines  who  will 
achieve  political  office  with  enough  power  that 
could  bring  peace  or  send  us  to  war.  Now  a 
days,  unfortunately,  there  is  a  great  amount  of 
apathy  towards  politics  among  the  age  range 
of  18-24-  Yet  if  the  apathy  was  overcome,  more 
than  a  third  of  the  voting  population  have  a 
majority  to  decide  which  way  the  vote  can  go. 
One  of  the  laws  that  had  to  be  followed  was 
the  draft.  Men.  18  and  over,  went  to  war  to  kill 
other  humans  or  to  die  for  their  country,  some 
not  even  knowing  why  they  were  fighting.  The 
soldiers  were  not  the  ones  who  started  the 
war :  the  bureaucrats  did.  And  now,  today,  the 
bureaucrats  are  revoking  the  drinking  right  of 
18-21  year  olds.  Why  dont  they  raise  the  draft  ^^ 
age  to  2n  The  government  will  answer  that  •■ 
they  need  eUgible  men.  18  being  the  age  of  i^l 
manhood.  But  drinking?  No.  the  18  year  olds  ;; 
are  still  "minor".  If  society  cannot  recognize  ^

"children"  to  war?

These  adults  feel  that  x 
the  government  are  infringing  upon  their  ' 
rights,  taking  away  what  they  had  fought  for  ;^■ 
earlier-  What  else  will  be  taken  away?  In  "■ 
today's  society,  where  there  are  wars,  mur- 
ders,  crimes,  inflation,  and  injustice,  who .:; 
should  determine  what  is  right,  wrong,  harm-  ■■: 
ful  or  healthy^  I  feel  that  several  incidents  will  i" 
occur.  One,  the  business  of  discos  dechning  *^ 
due  to  the  drinking  age.

Compromise  Needed 


There  was  a  time  not  so  long  ago  when  college  students 
turned  out  en  masse  to  protest  the  bombing  of  tiospitals  in 
Hanoi  or  the  gradual  decimation  of  the  environment-  But 
now.  as  the  "Me-decade"  draws  to  its  conclusion,  a  new 
issue  has  seized  our  hearts  and  sent  hundreds  scurrying  to 
Beacon  Hill  as  though  it  were  the  Imperial  White  House 
and  Ed  Kmg  Sir  Richard  the  Despicable  with  a  Bay  State 
accent,  The  "crisis"  I  refer  to  is  of  course  the  proposed 
raising  of  the  drinking  age,  and  the  benefits  and  problems 
arising  from  such  a  change. 

Many  people  have  concerned  the  terms  "right"  and 
"privilege"  concerning  the  issue.  Drinking  has  never 
been  a  right  and  it  never  will  be.  And  while  it  is  your 
unalienable  right  to  free  speech,  screaming  fire  in  a 
crowded  theatre  will  quicUy  convert  it  into  a  privilege, 
I  e  a  right  that  can  be  taken  away  In  other  words,  when 
either  isabused  they  must  be  restrained.  And  anyone  who 
thmks  the  law  allowing  eighteen  year  olds  to  imbibe 
hasn't  been  abused  is  kidding  themselves. 

While  statistics  concerning  the  upsurge  in  vandalism, 
roadside  Ltter,  and  highway  fatalities  are  arguable,  there 
is  no  disputing  the  enormous  increase  in  drinking  by 
young  adolescents  Once  eighteen  year  olds  were  given 
the  leeway,  the  booze  quickly  found  its  way  into  the  hands 
of  teenyboppers  desperate  to  get  lit  up  between  classes. 

This  IS  probably  the  main  concern  of  the  lawmakers 
I  aside  from  how  damaging  the  issue  is  to  their  next 
campaign)  and  the  parents,  and  1  think  they  have  a 
legitimate  gripe  But  raising  the  age  to  twenty  one  in  a 
year,  or  two  years,  or  whenever,  is  a  little  harsh.  The 
problem  can  be  effectively  dealt  with  through  a  com- 
promise already  much  discussed.  Setting  the  age  at 
nineteen  for  bars  and  twenty  for  package  stores  would 
help  keep  the  brew  out  of  the  high  schools,  and  allow  most 
of  those  previously  tree  to  drink  to  continue  to  do  so,  such 
as  college  students  Those  eighteen  would  be  unable  to 
work  bars  or  sell  over  the  counter,  but  they  shouldn't  be 
forced  from  bars  if  theyare  just  out  to  dance. 

The  whole  scheme  has  yet  to  be  finalized,  and  polltcal 
machinations  can  wipe  out  or  strenghthen  anything  now 
on  the  boards  or  yet  to  be  volunteered.  How  those  direcUy 
affected  by  the  change  react  will  have  some  effect  (in 
contrast  to  my  earlier  cynicism).  The  political  apathy  so 
evident  in  our  age  group  is  coming  back  to  haunt  us.  Let 
your  local  pol  know  howyoufeel  and  just  don't  wait  for 
results  For  any  democracy  to  work  an  effort  must  be 
made  by  all  those  concerned,  or  ultimately  it  will  perish- 
That  which  once  acquires  is  directly  proportionate  to  the 
time  and  energy  sacrificed  beforehand,  be  it  making  the 
dean's  list,  romance,  or  the  nght  to  get  stiff.

The  Numbers  Game 


Editor: 

To  one  who  understands  poliUcs  as  little  as  myself,  the 
action  over  the  past  three  weeks  in  the  Massachusetts 
House  took  me.  weU,  by  surprise.  It  seemed  as  sudden  as 
it  did  incredible-  Referring,  of  course,  to  the  recent  flood 
of  bills  proposed  to  raise  the  drinking  age-  Governor  King, 
in  an  attempt  to  do  something  right,  has  pushed  the  issue 
of  raising  the  legal  drinking  age  to  twenty-one.  The 
governor  seems  to  be  grasping  for  any  straws  that  may 
hold  his  head  above  water,  and  now,  a  mad  clamouring  in 
the  House  for  the  proper  bill  to  be  passed.  Thank  heavens 
for  the  number  of  students  who  could  afford  to  take  time 
off  fnrni  their  classes  and  jobs  to  participate  in  demon- 
strating against  such  too  swift  action.  The  bill  that  the 
House  would  like  to  send  through  the  Senate  immediately 
raises  the  age  to  nineteen,  with  a  two-year  phase-in  period 
to  twenty-one.  Governor  King  has  already  agreed  to  sign 
this  bill  if  it  reached  his  desk.  Last  week,  thanks  to  some 
political  connivery  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  Ways  and 
Means  Committee  Chairman  Chester  Atkins  ( D- 
Concord).  the  Senate  was  able  only  to  vote  whether  or  not 
the  legal  age  should  be  pushed  up  to  nineteen,  which  they 
passed.  The  next  step  will  be  to  see  if  the  House  wiU 
concur  with  that  vote  ( which  they  are  not  expected  to  do), 
and  pass  it  along  back  to  the  Senate  for  final  approval. 
What  will  probably  happen  is  the  original  phase-in  plan  to 
be  sent  to  the  Senate  a  second  time  for  a  clear-cut  vote. 
It's  possible,  if  the  House  gets  its  way,  that  the  phase-in 
plan  could  still  pass  through,  although  obvious  that  many 
of  the  state  senate  are  unsure  of  exacUy  how  they  stand  on 
the  issue.  The  drinking  age  will  be  raised,  but  they  are 
hesitant  to  dive  headlong  into  unnecessary  restrictions  on 
mature  youngsters,  because  of  the  abusive  acts  of  a  few 
To  raise  the  age  one  year  may  make  all  the  difference  in 
the  world.  Let's  find  out. 

Are  we  to  fall  prey,  however,  to  whatever  they  may  or 
may  not  pass?  Certainly,  This  proposed  hill  concerns  us. 
If  a  stalemate  occurs  between  the  House  and  the  Senate 
I  which  may  very  well  happen),  a  special  conference 
committee  is  organized  to  iron  out  the  differences,  then 
the  renewed  bill  is  sent  again  to  be  approved  by  both 
chambers  As  of  this  writing,  there  is  still  time  to  let  these 
legislators  know  how  we  feel.  Thousands  of  students  made 
it  to  the  initial  hearings  and  made  a  difference.  If  you 
write  to  state  senators  or  representaUves  immediately, 
that  too,  will  make  a  difference.  Remember,  this  bill 
Don't  take  it  lighly  now,  because  you  may

As  reported  in  a  recent  New  York  Times  Newspaper 
article  (12-27-78).  "A  young  woman  wiUi  a  psychology 
degree  has  been  a  part-Ume  receptionist  at  a  business 
concern  since  graduation  two  years  ago, "  The  impUcaUon 
was  that  she  was  dissatisfied,  disappointed,  and 
frustrated.  In  the  same  article  another  person  was  quoted, 
after  a  long  job  search,  as  saying,  "My  degree  has  not 
helped  me  one  bit ...  I  should  have  known  all  along  that 
philosophy  and  literature  were  not  going  to  lead  to  a 
successftd  career." 

It  does  not  take  much  insight  to  realize  Uiat  a  major 
problem  confronting  American  education  today  is  the 
increasing  vocationalization  in  both  atUtude  and  fact  of 
our  colleges  and  universities.  The  pressure  is  on  to 
become  job-training  centers  and  employment  agencies. 
Certainly  one  cause  for  this  is  the  desire  on  the  part  of  all 
citizens  to  reduce  taxes.  Equally  important  as  a  cause  is 
the  tendency  to  avoid  taking  courses  which  are  not  a 
guaranteed  "ticket"  to  a  job  and  a  career 

But  there  is  another  reason  for  going  to  college  that 
follows  a  different  line  of  thought  —  that  of  turning  out  a 
"whole  person,  capable  of  living  a  full  life"  A 
professional  can  shape  the  vocational  curriculum  by 
examining  the  work  of  successful  practitioners  and 
isolating  the  skills  and  knowledge  that  these  activities 
require  But  the  goal  of  producing  a  "whole  person" 
requires  sufficient  exposure  to  the  liberal  arts  and  the 
humanities-  It  is  the  job  of  the  liberal  arts  to  promote  the 
acquisition  of  basic  skills  and  modes  of  thought,  such  as  a 
capacity  to  write  effectively  and  cleariy,  an  un- 
derstanding of  mathematical  rereasoning,  a  knowledge  of 
the  essential  elements  of  scientific  discovery,  and  an 
acquaintance  with  humanistic  modes  of  thought  and 
expression  in  literature,  music,  theatre,  and  art- 
Is  not  the  human  mind  at  the  root  of  one's  contribution 
of  self  and  society?  Instead  of  shrinking  liberal  arts  op- 
portunities for  students.  1  feel  the  real  need  is  to  increase 
the  ratio  of  the  humanities  to  the  technologies.  We  should 
be  doing  all  we  can  to  promote  humanistic  attributes  in  all 
college  graduates-  The  doctor  who  is  comfortable  around 
his  slides,  pathological  tissues,  and  mstruments,  but  who 
doesn't  know  how  to  relate  to  patients,  is  deficient  in 
perhaps  the  greatest  avenue  to  patient  healing.  The 
la wyerwhoargues  in  court  from  a  narrow  legal  base  is  no 
match  for  the  lawyer  who  can  connect  legal  precidents  to 
historical  experience  and  who  displays  an  appreciaUon 
and  awareness  of  wide  ranging  ideas  relevant  to  the  case 
at  hand.  The  salesman,  who  knows  his  product  but  also 
knows  the  needs  of  people,  is  the  more  valuable  to  his 
company-  The  technologist  who  can  engineer  agreement 
with  colleagues  and  competition  can  be  more  of  an  asset 
than  the  technologist  who  can  move  only  his  machines.

In  the  last  few  weeks  sub-freezing  temperatures  have 
caused  the  maintenance  staff  to  employ  an  override 
systetn  which  is  controUed  by  a  thermostat  m  Celeste's 
office  This  system  cannot  lower  the  temperature  at  mght 
and  therefore  the  entire  original  savings  is  lost.  This 
means  the  heating  bill  should  be  about  119,000 instead  of 
about  J26,000  monUily  Some  estimates  have  made  it  over 
KO.OOO  For  some  odd  reason,  the  slate  Is  planning  to  buy 
this  ten  year  old  system.  Apparently  waU  cracks  and 
heavy  leaking  have  not  been  a  lessoa  From  facts 
gathered  by  The  Mala  Sheet  the  students  and  faculty  have 
no  reason  to  hope  for  rectification  of  the  problem  in  the 
near  future.

Hockey  Dropped 

Cape  Cod  Community  CoUege  wiU  no  longer  have 
hockey  as  an  integral  part  of  it's  integral  sports  program- 
President  James  F  Hall,  upon  the  recommendaUon  of 
the  Special  Administrative  Commltte*  on  Physical 
Education  and  IntcrcoUegiate  Sports,  regretfuUy  an- 
nounced that  Cape  Cod  Community  Collie  will  no 
longer  be  able  to  have  varsity  hockey  incorporated  within 
It's  intercollegiate  sports  pn^am. 

The  decision  evolved  from  several  years  et  study  with 
the  administration,  Charles  E.  Urson.  Division  Chair- 
person, and  Student  Senate  represenUtivcs. 

The  hockey  program  has  been  a  successful  one 
primarily  due  to  the  escellent  leadership  of  Coach  Ben 
Hays.  However,  the  situation  has  become  increasingly 
difficult  over  the  past  few  seasons.  The  two  primary 
reasons  given  by  Mr,  Larson  are  first,  the  cost  factor  of 
the  hockey  program  has  simply  become  prohibitive,  and 
second,  the  difficulty  encountered  in  scheduling  contests. 
Of  the  fifteen  Massachusetts  Community  Colleges,  only 
one  has  an  intercollegiate  hockey  program.  Ottaining  a 
respectable  schedule  has  been  very  difficult 

The  Physical  Education.  Recreation,  and  In- 
lercoUegtate  Sports  Division  will  endeavor  to  have  this 
sport  (hockey)  on  an  intramural  and  extramural  basis 
with  the  ultimate  hope  of  future  revival. 

The  College  is  making  this  decision  early  so  that  any 
prcKpective  students  contemplating  joining  Cape  Cod 
Community  College's  hockey  program  nert  year  are 
notified  in  ample  time. 

Although  hockey  is  being  curtailed.  Chuck  Larson  is 
confident  that  several  other  sports  programs  may  be 
substituted  (or  less  money.  These  might  include  in- 
tramural hockey,  women's  softball.  women's  volleyball, 
soccer  and  cross  country   running. 

The  proposed  prt^rams  can  Involve  an  increased 
number  of  students  at  Cape  Cod  Community  College  at  a

Automotive    Report 

How  to  Buy  a  Used  Car 


Before  buying  a  used  car,  it  b  of  course  essential  to 
itermlne  its  condition-is  it  mechanicaUy  sound  but 

scruffy  to  look  at  or  is  it  a  "creampuff "  on  the  erterior  but 
mechanical  nightoiare?  The  easiest  way  to  check  out  a 
ar  is  to  have  a  garage  do  it;  however,  the  cost  of  this 
ervice  b  usually  112  to  (20,  which  may  seem  rather 

unattractive. 

The  other  alternative,  then.  Is  to  do  the  job  yourself. 
This  wiU  cost  you  nothing,  and  you  wlU  learn  a  lot  about 
the  car  you  are  considering.  After  reading  the  following 
used  car  primer,  you  should  be  able  to  accurately  assess 


The  first  step  is  to  drive  the  car.  Does  it  start  up  easily 
when  cold?  Is  It  comfortable  for  you?  This  is  important, 
:,  if  the  car  is  not  comfortable  now,  it  certainly  will 
not  be  later.  While  you  are  in  the  driver's  seat,  take  the 
for  an  extensive  test  drive.  Examine  the  way  it  steers 
and  how  it  holds  the  road :  Is  there  excessive  play  in  the 
steering  wheeI?Doea  the  car  tend  to  "wander"  or  convey 
the  feeling  that  you  are  not  In  control?  If  the  transmission 
omatic,  check  to  see  that  It  shifts  smoothly  and  does 
not  slip.  If  It  Is  manual,  notice  whether  the  gears  are 
difficult  or  noisy  to  engage  (especially  during  down- 
■hlf  ts ) .  Listen  for  howls  In  the  transmission  and  rear  axle , 
bearing  in  mind  that  these  Items  are  not  cheap.Usten  to

the  engine:  does  it  clatter,  rap,  or  knock?  These  sounds 
indicate  a  tired  engine.  Check  the  brakes  out  as  foUows: 
drive  to  a  deserted  spot  take  your  hands  off  the  wheel, 
and  apply  the  brakes  hard  at  25-30  mph.  The  car  should 
stop  in  a  straight  line,  without  veering  to  either  side. 


Check  the  pe<lal  to  see  if  it  goes  down  a  long  way  or  feels 
spongy.  If  it  comes  up  or  gets  harder  when  pumped,  this  is 
another  possible  indication  of  trouble.  Check  the 
emergency  brake;  does  it  keep  the  car  from  roUing  on  a 
steep  hiU'  Also,  if  the  car  has  a  manual  transmission, 
check  the  clutch.  To  do  ttils,  park  the  car  on  level  ground, 
engage  first  gear  and  release  the  clutch  slowly.  If  the 
pedal  has  to  come  up  a  long  way  before  the  car  starts 
moving,  the  clutch  may  be  ailing.  Does  It  slip?  Drive  the 
car  at  about  35mph  In  Intermediate  gear,  step  on  the 
clutch,  rev  the  engine,  and  release  the  clutch  abruptly. 


After  the  road  teat,  examine  the  tires.  They  should  all  be 
the  same  make,  size,  and  type,  and  they  should  be  worn 
evenly-  That  Is,  the  outside  edges  of  the  tire  should  be  no 
more  worn  than  the  Inside  tread.  U  abnormal  wear  exists, 
the  front  end  of  the  car  may  be  in  rough  shape.  Open  the 
hood,  and  vlsuaUy  examine  the  engine.  If  It  Is  fUthy, 
chances  are  it  has  not  been  weU  cared  for.  On  the  other 


hand,  be  suspicious  of  spoUess,  super-clean  engines. 
These  have  usually  been  recently  painted  to  cover  up 
some  horrible  defect.  Check  the  oU-is  it  black  and  gooey? 


If  so,  suspect  a  poor  maintenance  record.  If  you  have 
access  to  a  compression  tester,  check  the  compression  of 
the  engine.  This  should  not  vary  by  more  than  15  psi 
between  any  two  cylinders.  Listen  to  the  engine  carcfuUy. 

Does  it  idle  smoothly?  If  It  does  and  also  accelerates 
without  misfire  or  hesitation,  chances  are  Its  conyjression 

Finally,  check  out  the  body  very  carefully.  In  New 
England,  and  Massachusetts  in  particular,  volumlnt 
amounts  of  road  salt  are  dumped  on  the  roads  during 
winter  months,  and  this  evU  stuff  just  loves  to  eat  large 
holes  in  cars.  Unfortunately,  it  Is  relatively  simple 
disguise  a  rust  hole  by  fiUing  It  with  plastic  fUler,  which 
prompUy  cracks  and  falls  out  after  a  few  months.  A  good 
test  for  plastic  filler  is  to  use  a  magnet;  plastic  does 
attract  magnets,  so  If  the  magnet  sticks  to  the  spot  in 
question,  there  is  no  plastic  there.  Look  underneath  the 
car,  at  the  underflooring  and    the  frame,   checking' 
carefuUy  for  rust  A  final  note:  do  not  buy  a  rusty  l_ 
wUl  give  you  noUilng  but  problems,  and  might  even  be 
unsafe.  Happy  car  hunting  I

News  Hem :  Cape  Cod  Community  College  wiU  no  longer 
have  ice  hockey  as  a  part  of  its  intercoUegiate  sports 
program. 

President  Hall,  upon  the  recommendaUon  of  a  special 
ad-hoc  committee,  announced  on  Feb.  9  that  CCCC  will  no 
longer  have  a  varsity  hockey  team. 

Tbe  decision  came  as  a  surprise  to  some,  Iwt  not  to 

It  U  a  weU-known  fact  that  the  athletics-intramural 
department  has  been  treading  water  in  order  to  keep  its 
head  above  the  waves  financially,  but  the  decision  has  not 
gone  by  without  some  student  opposition. 

Upon  learning  of  the  original  decision  in  December,  the 
Student  Senate,  headed  by  its  auspicious  president.  Kristy 
White,  demanded  that  a  Student  Senate  sub-committee  be 
formed  and  make  recommendations  before  an  official 
announcement  was  put  forth  to  the  pubUc- 

The  Senate  got  its  wish  and  made  a  report  to  the  ad- 
mmistrative  ad-hoc  committee  in  early  February,  but  to 
no  avail,  as  the  program  was  cut  anyway  by  Hall  upon  a 
recommendation  by  the  athletlcs-intramurals  depart- 
ment chairman  Chartes  Larson,  and  deans  Richard 
SiiUivan  and  Young. 

The  Student  Senate  sub-committee,  headed  by  White, 
accomphshed  a  lot  by  digging  up  facts  as  to  why  the 
pr(^ram  should  not  be  cut.  but  the  decision  was  reaUy 
mevitableasa  budgetcuthadtobemade  '  some  w  e 

But  It  really  is  a  shame.  After  all,  hockey  coach  Ben 
Hays  had  made  the  CCCC  hockey  program  into  one  of  the 
best  community  college  programs  in  the  state.  CCCC  was 
off  to  another  fine  start  this  year,  having  a  M  mark  with 
two  games  to  plaay. 

And  beyond  that,  spectator  interest  was  on  the  nse.  The 
games  were  being  regularly  attended  by  over  100  people 
and  sometimes  as  many  as  300.  a  far  cry  of  the  3(W0  that 
attended  in  the  past. 

As  a  result  of  CCCC  dropping  the  sport.  Mass  Bay 
Community  College  and  Rhode  Island  Junior  College  are 
the  only  teams  left  as  active  members  of  Region  XXI. 

Hockey,  it  seems,  is  on  a  down  cycle  as  far  as  com- 
munity and  junior  colleges  are  concerned  and  that  could 
prove  to  be  the  death  of  American  collegiate  hockey,  after 
it  had  been  on  the  rise  for  four-five  years. 

This  means,  of  course,  that  the  Canadiens  will  continue 
to  dominate  the  sport,  a  realization  that  many  Americans 
won't  be  too  happy  to  make. 

But  the  word  is,  CCCC  will  support  ice  hockey  on  a 
■•club"  basis.  That  is,  we  will  have  a  hockey  team,  it  just 
won't  be  recognized  as  an  official  varsity  team,  although 
it  wiU  be  involved  in  intercollegiate  competition  with 
other  community  colleges. 

This  is  fine.  It  means  you  can  still  have  a  coach,  who  is 
actually  an  advisor.  You  can  have  games,  meaning  fan 
participation.  The  emotions  will  still  be  there. 

The  only  question  1  have  is  is  club  hockey  just  a  tran- 
sition to  the  ultimate  death  of  hockey  on  the  junior  college 
level""  I  certainly  hope  not.  especially  in  CCCC's  case, 
where  ice  hockey  seems  to  be  at  a  very  high  interest  point 
right  now. 

I  am  not  against  the  decision  of  dropping  hockey,  nor 
am  I  for  it.  It's  just  one  of  those  things  in  life  where  a  cut 
had  to  be  made  somehwere  and  realistically,  hockey, 
being  the  most  expensive  sport,  had  to  be  tbe  one  to  go. 

Hopefully,  it  will  make  a  comeback  on  this  campus  in 
the  near  future. 

At  least  the  administration  showed  some  class  by  an- 
nouncing the  decision  several  months  before  the  begin- 
ning of  the  school  year,  unlike  many  other  community 
colleges,  which  announced,  just  prior  to  the  fir^t  day  of 
class  With  the  decision  already  made,  CCCC's  current 
freshmen  players  and  high  school  players  contemplating 
CCCC  can  find  another  place  to  play. 

And  there  may  even  be  a  plus  to  this  decision.  The 
CCOLLEGE  HAS  ALWAYS  TALKED  OF  SUPPORTING 
AN  INTERCOLLEGUTE  SOCCER  TEAM  ON  CAMPUS 
AND  THIS  MAY  BE  THE  OPPORTUNTrY.  Cape  Cod 
has  always  been  a  hotbed  for  the  English  sport,  so 
hopefully  Larson  and  the  rest  of  the  administrative  staff 
will  take  advantage  of  the  situation  and  start  a  soccer 
program,  which  can  be  supported  much  easier  than  an 
;  hockey  program.

Cosmetics  Buying  and  Usage

Commeal  can  be  used  as  an  abrasive  cleaner  for  oily 
skin.  Honey,  when  spread  on  rough  red  skin,  will  smooth 
and  soften.  Mayonnaise  is  an  excellent  treatment  for 
sensitive  skin  or  damaged  hair.  At  one  time,  a  well  known 
beauty  parlor  sold  perfumed  mayonnaise  at  a  con- 
siderable sum  for  use  as  a  hair  conditioner.  The  eggs,  oil 
and  vinegar  all  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  dry  hair. 

An  area  of  concern  to  most  doctors  is  eye  makeup.  The 
FDA  says  that  each  year  many  women  suffer  eye  in- 
fections from  cosmetics.  Consumer  misuse  is  the  main 
problem,  not  the  cosmetics  themselves.  If  you  wear  eye 
makeup,  follow  these  tips  to  keep  cosmetics  safer: 

1  Wash  your  hands  before  applying  cosmetics  to  eyes. 
Your  hands  contain  bacteria  that,  if  placed  in  the  eye. 
could  cause  infections. 
2  Make  sure  any  instrument  you  place  in  the  eye  is 


s  Industry  is  a  W  billion  a  year  business. 
Since  you  are  spending  your  hard-earned  cash  for  these 
products  it  may  shock  you  that  there  is  little  difference 
between  expensive  and  cheapter  cosmetics. 

Differences  between  brands  are  usually  determined  by 
which  standard  ingredients  are  used  in  what  proportiwi.  If 
the  ingredients  In  a  |25  bottle  and  a  (1.50  bottle  are  vir- 
tually the  seune,  what  does  the  extra  money  buy? 

Part  goes  for  the  ads  and  other  "hype"  which  lead  you 
to  buy  the  product  in  the  first  place.  A  former  vice- 
president  of  a  major  cosmetics  firm  figures  that  the  dollar 
you  spend  on  a  big  name  cosmetic  gets  distributed  like 
this:  "The  first  40  cents  goes  to  the  retailer.  Then  5  or  10 
cents  goes  to  the  demonstrator.  One  to  10  cents  goes  for 
advertising;  10  to  15  cents  goes  for  sales  and  distribution 
costs;  1  to2  cents  goes  for  payment  discounts;  and  about 
10  cents  goes  for  general  overhead;  and  5  to  20  cents  for 
the  manufacturer's  profit.  Only  20  to  30  cents  goes  to  pay 
for  the  manufacturing,  including  ingredients,  salaries, 
packaging  and  so  on." 

Since  so  much  money  goes  into  the  "hype",  you  can 
save  a  considerable  amount  by  making  your  own 
cosmetics.  You  can  get  recipes  for  aU  sorts  of 
preparations  from  library  books  and  you  can  get  most  of 
the  ingredients  from  any  drugstore.  A  few  ingredients 
may  have  to  be  special-ordered  by  your  druggist

Since  all  uigredients  must  now  be  listed  on  cosmetic 
labels,  it  is  easier  for  consumers  to  judge  what's  a  good 
buy  The  next  time  you  shop  for  cosmetics  compare  the 
labels  on  two  brands  —  an  expensive  one  and  "house" 
brand  —  and  see  if  you  can  determine  what  you're  really 
getting  for  your  money.  Contact  your  local  Cooperative 
Extension  Service  for  more  information. 


Fair  Dept.  Collection  Act

Everyone  has  been  bothered  by  unwanted  bills  at  one  time 
or  another.  Most  of  us  merely  grumble  as  we  slip  the 
check  into  the  envelope,  or  wince  as  we  pass  up  a  new 
album  for  another  month's  worth  of  electricity. 

But  some  people  do  not  pay  their  bills;  they  either 
cannot  afford  it  or  do  not  feel  the  bills  are  justified. 

Whatever  the  reason  for  not  paying  a  bill,  ignoring  it 
will  not  make  it  go  away.  Creditors  seldom  forget  that 
someone  owes  them  money.  If  anything,  their  memory 
and  impatience  sharpen  with  time. 

An  indebted  consumer  cannot  procrastinate  very  long 
without  being  contacted  by  a  collection  agency. 

"Collection  agency."  Many  hear  those  words  and  their 
hearts  and  pocketbooks  cringe.  Contrary  to  popular 
behef,  the  consumer  has  some  protection  from  collection 
agencies. 


The  Fair  Debt  Collection  Practices  Act,  which  became 
effective  March.  20,  1978,  lists  what  collection  agencies 
can  and  cannot  do. 

According  to  the  bill,  the  coQector  must  tell  the  debtor , 
either  on  the  first  contact  or  in  writing  within  five  days, 
that,  unless  the  debtor  questions  the  bill  within  30  days, 
the  collector  will  assume  the  debt  is  valid. 

The  following  practices  are  forbidden  by  the  act: 

-  abusive  telephone  practices,  such  as  repeated  phone 


-contacting  a  debtor  at  an  unusual  ( 
or  place  8:00  am  to  9  00  pm  is  assumed  to  be  c(»ivenient. 
-misrepresent  the  situation  by  claiming  the  debtor 


-deposit  checks  before  the  date  on  the  check. 

-contact  a  debtor  who  has  written  the  collection  agency 
telling  them  he  does  not  intend  to  pay  or  asking  the  agency 
not  to  contact  him  agam.  The  creditor  may  then  only 
contact  him  again  to  inform  hun  of  additional  action  that 
wiU  be  taken  against  his  account 

-use  an  envelope  with  a  name  or  logo  on  it  which 
suggests  debt  collection. 

-tell  someone  other  than  the  debtor  that  the  debtor  owes 
money 

-threaten  to  have  wages  retained  to  pay  debts  or  to 
confiscate  property  unless  such  action  is  intended  and 

-Anyone  who  suspects  they  are  being  contacted  by  a 
collection  agency  who  Is  violating  this  act  should  notify 
their  local  Better  Busuiess  Bureau  iBBBl  or  state  at- 
torney general's  office 


People  MEET  Workshops 


According  to  a  1978  report  from  the  Massachusetts 
Division  of  Employment  Security,  Barnstable  County  had 
an  annual  unemployment  rate  of  11.3  percent  In  1977.  The 
unemployment  rate  for  women  in  the  work  fwce  was  16.5 
percent  in  1977.  The  report  further  shows  that  over  50 
percent  of  employed  Cape  women  hold  clerical  or  service 
jobs.  Seven  percent  are  teachers,  five  percent  are  nurses 
and  medical  technicians,  Another  seven  percent  are  in 
other  professional  jobs,  and  seven  percent  are  in 
managerial  positions. 

Associate  Director  of  People  MEET  Kris  Gellenkir- 
chen  commented  on  the  figures  saying,  "employment 
opportunities  for  Cape  men  and  women  are  extremely 
limited  In  fields  of  meaningful  work.  Our  unemployment 
rate  is  about  twice  the  natinial  average,  three  times  as 
much  in  the  winter.  Yet.  moat  women  I've  talked  to  seem 
to  attribute  their  Joblessness  on  their  own  lack  of  skills 
more  than  the  lack  of  opportunities.  'What  CAN  I  do?" 
they  ask  me.  Many  unemployed  women  here  have  fine 
skiUs.  but  they  lack  the  knowledge  and  opportunity  to 
make  them  marketable." 


When  asked  for  solutions  to  this  problem,  Ms. 
Geilenkirchen  said, '  'There  are  two  approaches,  personal 
change  or  changing  the  economy  here.  People  MEET  is 
dedicated  to  fostering  personal  growth  and  social  change. 
At  the  personal  level,  change  is  happening.  There  are 
people  here  who  have  created  their  won  opportunities- 
Either  starting  their  own  businesses,  or  finding  non- 
traditional  ways  to  get  paid  for  doing  a  job  that  otherwise 
would  not  be  remuniterive.  They  are  eager  to  share  their 
knowledge  with  others."  PEOPLE  MEET  is 

sponsoring  a  set  of  workshops  on  March  2nd  and  3rd 
featuring  these  creative  resource  people,  called  Life 
Plaruiing  and  Finding  Meaningful  Work.  The  Life  Plan- 
ning session  will  help  people  identify  their  career  interests 
based  on  their  values,  goals,  Family  obligations,  and  other 
factors  The  Finding  Meaningful  Work  session  will  then 
provide  a  time  for  people  to  gather  informally  in  small 
groups  and  ask  our  resource  people  in-depth  questions 
about  how  they  created  meaningful  work  for  themselves. 
The  groups  will  be  divided  by  career  interests,  some  areas 
being:  Inventions  and  marketing,  Husband-wife  part- 
nerships. Alternative  teaching  through  CETA  funding.

My  day  consisted  of  being  awakened  at  6-30  am.  by  an 
MHA  (Mental  Health  Assistant),  for  breakfast  at  7:00.  At

tinent issues  from  individual  treatment  planning  to 
discbarge  procedure  were  discussed.  At  lOa  m  one  of  the 
psychiatrists  would  start  making  rounds  of  the  rooms, 
taMne  with  the  clients,  asking  how  they  were  feeling,  and 

if  they  were  taking  their  medication.  At  high  noon,  we  all 
went  down  to  the  cafeteria  for  lunch,  and  at  1  pan,  we 
would  all  go  to  a  day  treatment  program  which  was 
designed  to  ready  us  for  either  becoming  totally  in- 
dependent, or  for  preparation  for  entrance  to  a  "halfway 
house",  or.  in  mental  health  lingo,  a  Community 
Residence, 

Following  programs,  we  would  return  to  the  ward  to 
wait  for  5  pm  chow.  This  was  the  most  exciting  time  of  the 
day  for  most  of  us.  After  eating,  we  would  get  cigarettes, 
and  either  stayed  in  the  cafeteria  or  returned  to  the  ward 
to  watch  TV .  One  night,  as  I  was  becoming  interested  in  a 


fluence  of  Haldol,  a  very  heavy  tranquilizer  while  there. 
Since  It  is  a  sedative,  1  would  withdraw  "to  my  room  to 
sleep  for  the  night  only  to  be  awakened  the  next  day  for 


During  the  month  of  January  laat  year,  I  thought, 
"Maybe  they'U  let  me  go  home  today,'*they  bebig  the 
psychiatrists.  On  January  31, 1978, 1  was  discharged  to  a 
Community  Residence,  which  was  bebig  established  In 
the  town  of  Bourne,  on  the  upper  Cape.  I  had  always  lived 
on  the  Upper  Cape,  so  this  "new  idea"  In  mental  health 
debvery  services  sounded  very  intriguing  to  me.  I  gave  It 
a  very  gallant  try,  and  have  now  been  in  "the  program," 
for  a  year  and  a  half,  almost 

I  have  been  very  lucky,  because,  at  the  outset,  I  said  to 
myself,"WhatifsometWngshould  happen  tome?"  "What 
If  I  should  have  a  relapse,  and  go  back  to  the  hospital?" 
With  the  help  and  support  of  the  staff  at  the  house,  these 
questions  were  never  answered.  I  hope  they  never  will  be. 

I  feel  that  I've  accomplished  quite  a  tilt,  in  staying  out  of 
the  hospital  as  long  as  I  have.  I  have  now  been  off  of  all  the 
medications  for  a  full  year.  I'  m  very  lucky 

If  I,  being  one  man,  could  make  conditions  better  for 
mentally  disturbed,  (hospitalized  people]  and  also  for  the 
retarded  individuals  in  our  society,  I  will  have  ac- 
complished even  more...

Jorge  Bolet,  "one  of  the  fen  living  8uperi)iaiil5t3" 
(WsslUiigtoD  Post)  will  be  presented  by  the  Cape  Cod 
Conservatory  at  Sandwich  High  School  on  Suixlay,  March 
11  at  3 :  00  pm.  In  a  triumphant  career  which  now  stretches 
over  nearly  50  years,  Bolet  has  clearly  established  his 
credentials,  particularly  in  the  19th  century  Romantic 
repertoire  and  in  the  great  virtuoso  piano  works.

Standardization 
for  ALL  Classes

In  the  Spring  of  1976,  the  English  Department  began  a 
move,  initiated  by  English  professor  Admont  Clark,  to 
verbally  express  concern  over  the  writing  abilities  of 
CCCC  students.  By  the  end  of  1978,  almost  all  of  the  4C's 
faculty  were  concerned  with  the  writing  stan- 
dards of  the  school  This  uneasiness  was  expressed  at  a 
December  college  meeting  when  a  motion  was  passed 
extending  the  standards  of  the  English  Department  to 
non-English  courses.  This  will  mean  that  the  standards  of 
writing  expected  in  English  Comp  101  and  102  will  now  be 
in  effect  for  all  other  coiu'ses,  with  the  Harhrace  College 
Handbook  used  as  a  guideline. 

Teachers  have  been  displeased  with  the  substance  and 
writing  skills  of  the  students.  Dan  McCullough,  an  English 
teacher,  and  Dr.  Broadhurst,  Head  of  the  Humanities 
Division,  emphasized  that  teachers  care  about  the 
students'  future  professional  lives  and  are  not  im- 
plementing these  standards  as  a  penalty.  The  faculty  is 
aiming  towards  the  improvement  of  writing  standards  so 
that  students  will  have  a  better  foundation  to  be  successful 
hi  a  professional  career.  A  draft  letter  to  the  staff  for 
March  7, 1979,  stated  that,  "We  are  all  concerned  with  the 
improvement  of  college  writing  standards,  recognizing 
that,  clear,  accurate  written  communication  is  the 
hallmark  of  the  educated  person,  whatever  his  career 
field..."  The  teachers  also  indicated  that  by  unifying 
English  standards  throughout  the  school,  the  students  will 
adapt  and  eventually  become  more  comfortable  tran- 
slating thoughts  into  a  coherent,  acceptable  grammar. 
Professor  Heines,  Head  of  the  English  Department,  stated 
that,  "Students  can  and  will  write  better  If  they  are  ex- 

The  school  will  try  to  put  the  standards  into  effect  by  the 
Spring  of  1979.  Before  the  new  system  can  begin,  the 
English  Department  has  to,  according  to  Professor 
Heines,  "assist  any  and  all  (acuity  members  in  un- 
derstanding the  basic  written  standards  we  have  In 
English  Comp  which  we  think  can  apply  to  any  and  all 
courses."  Workshops  will  be  set  up  to  help  all  teachers. 
English  writing  standards  on  documents  and  research . 
papers  will  be  summarized  as  well  as  the  key  terms  of 
English  Comp. 

Students  who  have  problems  with  English  are  In- 
structed by  Professor  Heines  that,  "the  learning  lab  is 
available  for  students  who  thbik  this  Is  a  burden."  In 
general,  the  faculty  is  optimistic  about  the  new  system, 
and  is  hoping  that  the  results  it  will  bring  will  be  of  benefit 
toalL 


New  Standards  for 

English  Grammar

About  a  year  ago,  the  language  and  literature  depart-  cooceming  this 
ment  here  at  the  CoUege  distributed  a  questlonaire  to  all 
faculty  concerning  the  manner  In  which  they  graded  their 
papers.  The  survey  determined  that  most  of  the  teachers 
do  assign  long  research  papers  requ'rine  footnotes, 
bibliography,  etc.  When  asked  if  they  would  prefer  a 
single  college-wide  standard  form  for  longer  papers,  an 
overwhelming  34-4  were  in  favor  of  it.  Pleased  with  this 
support,  the  department  sent  its  recommendations  to  the 
Academic  and  Policy  Standards  Committee,  of  which 
Dean  William  Young  is  chairman,  urging  the  following 
statements  of  principle  to  be  adopted  as  the  policy  of  the 
school; 

1-  "The  faculty  of  the  College  has  a  single  college-wide 
standard  format  for  term  papers,  book  reports,  or  other 
longer  written  assignments.  This  standard,  summarized 
in  the  Stndent  Handbook,  may  be  found  in  detail  in  the 
composition  handbook  used  by  classes  in  Enligsh  Com- 
position." 


2.  "Since  clear,  accurate  wi 
hallmark  of  the  educated  person,  whatever  his  career 
field,  the  faculty  of  the  College  insists  that  papers 
(assigned  in  many  courses)  be  well  organized,  unified, 
coherent,  and  specific;  thus  a  considerable  component  of 
the  grades  for  such  papers  will  measure  these  qualities. " 

3.  "The  faculty  of  the  CoUege  remains  dedicated  to  the 
principle  that  more  and  better  written  expression  be  a 
requirement  of  as  many  courses  as  possible." 

Passed  through  the  committee  last  tall  the  recom- 
mendations were  then  sent  to  be  voted  on  at  the  college 
meeting  of  November  28,  1978,  and  there  held  conference 
approval.  Tiie  next  step  Is  when  and  how  will  this  be 
implemented?  According  to  Prof.  Admont  Clark,  a  long 
time  proponent  of  the  plan,  "We  are  currently  developing 
methods  with  which  to  help  out  the  other  faculty  watch  for 
unity  and  clarity  in  the  papers.  There's  no  definite  date 
set,  however,  1  think  you'll  find  that  many  more  of  the 
teachers  now  are  looking  for  quality  vs.  quantity.  By  next 
fall  we  would  expect  this  to  be  a  significant  component." 

When  asked  why  my  history,  or  any  other  subject 
matter  besides  English  should  depend  on  how  well  I 
display  a  literal  talent,  he  told  me  "Anyone,  anyone,  who 
has  obtained  the  skiU  to  handle  words  well,  will  be  sure  to 
do  better  than  others  in  any  field." 

There  is  an  overwhelming  amount  of  enthusiasm 


development  Dean  Young  is  i 
pleased  that  the  measure  is  being  taken,  assuring  that 
not  so  much  of  a  changing  or  making  of  any  rules,  as 
development  of  an  attitude,  an  effort  to  improve  the 
overall  writing  nf  alt  the  students  "There  is  a  uniformity 
of    concern   among    teachers    to    improve    the 
mumcation  abilities  of  students.  Proper  writing  is  a  tool 
we  all  use  and  can  do  nothing  but  benefit  from  in 
future.  There  are  certain  basic  writing  elements  for 
well  educated  person  to  adhere  to.  Given  a  tool  with  which 
to  write  his  research  effectively  is  just  as  important 
reports  today,  as  it  is  in  Later  life  in  business. " 

When  asked  if  reports  are  going  to  suffer  for  soi 
misspelled  words,  quotation  marks  in  the  wrong  place 
etc.,  Mr.  Young  replied,  "No.  not  necessarily.  What 
looking  for  is  a  continuity  throughout  the  paper,  clarity 
and  coherence.  On  the  other  hand,  if  there  are  num 
amounts  of  bad  spelling  and  sloppy  organization,  of 
course  the  student  will  suffer  in  his  grade.  We've  found 
that  many  of  the  students  when  in  English  Comp  1  and  2 
are  forced  to  sit  and  write,  and  wnte  well,  that  they 
quite  capable  of  doing  so  We're  merely  trying  to  get  them 
to  put  that  same  effort  into  all  of  their  writing." 

An  effort  is  currently  being  made  to  have  the 
faculty  members  incorporate  this  evaluation  of  research 
papers  into  their  methods  of  grading,  A  memo  is  being 
sent  to  all  of  the  teachers -including  with  it  a  list  of  key 
terms  used  in  correcting  papers.  The  English  Composition 
staff  is  also  going  to  hold  two  workshops  on  college 
writing  standards  for  any  interested  teachers. 

WUI  this  really  "change"  anything''  Haven't  our 
teachers  always  required  a  comprehensive  style,  clarity, 
footnotes,  and  neatness  in  our  papers?  It  always  seemed 
so  to  me.  "It's  not  meant  to  scare  anybody."  Dean  Young 
says,  "It's  all  tor  the  student's  benefit,  one  format  for 
writing  in  all  of  his  research  papers,  and  more  emphasis 
on  writing  clearly  and  concisely.  To  graduate  frran 
college  one  should  be  well  educated,  and  the  ability  to 
read  and  write  well  is  a  major  factor  of  being  well 
educated,  and  will  affect  you  all  your  life,  in  whatever  you 


Looking  for  opposing  viewpoints,  I 
students  about  the  campus  and  found  no  surprise  in  the 
move,  "Of  course  I  eqwct  my  papers  to  be  considered  for 
how  well  they  are  written,"  was  the  common  answer  "On

Like  its  predecessor  o*  the  Twenties  and  early  Thirties, 
the  equally  successful  Prohibition,  "Pothlbltion"  has 
become  a  needless  and  wasteful  farce.  There  is  no  longer 
any  doubt  that  marijuana  will  be  legalized  and  most  likely 
within  three  to  five  years,  If  not  sooner.  But  unlike  the 
repeal  of  Prohibition,  which  was  nothing  more  than  the 
lesser  at  two  evils,  legalizing  pot  would  r^ult  in  manifold 
social  and  economic  benefits. 


Over  seven  billion  dollars  leaves  this  country  annually 
to  fund  the  influi  of  the  "killer  weed",  a  f  igure  that  has 
quadrupled  in  two  years.  To  use  a  highly  visible  com- 
parison, this  is  actually  more  than  Americans  spend  in  the 
same  period  for  beer.  Not  a  cent  of  this  is  subject  to 
federal  taxation  or  scrutiny,  which  Intensifies  the  vicious 
growth  of  Inflation  while  providing  tremendous  income 
(or  the  underworld.  And  while  crime  is  rampant  natioo- 
wlde.  another  fSOO  million  is  wasted  every  year  enforcing 
asinine  laws  which  do  not  discourage  abuse.  In  an  era  of 
extreme  fiscal  frugality,  this  money  could  instead  be  used 
to  lessen  taxes,  inqirove  public  education,  or  spur  the 
growth  of  vital  alternate  energy  resources.  Furthermore, 
the  loss  to  society  of  otherwise  intelligent,  law-abiding 
individuals  to  the  brutality  of  a  penal  environment  is 
tragic  and  incalcuable. 

The  marijuana  industrry  is  estimated  to  be  worth  over 
forty  eight  bHUon  dollars,  third  only  to  General  Motors 
and  Exxon  in  profits.  A  system  of  careful  regulation,  like 
that  which  exists  for  tobacco  and  alcohol,  would  create 
thousands  of  new  jobs  and  produce  mllliDns  in  tax  revenue 
which,  again,  could  be  used  to  improve  conditions  for  all 
Crime  would  irrevocably  be  reduced,  since  over  half  of  all 
criminal  offenses  are  drug  related  and  sixty  percent  of 
these  involve  the  possession  or  dealing  of  pot. 

Moat  importantly,  a  feeling  of  trust  and  respect  would 
be  reborn  In  the  sensibilities  of  the  lawmakers,  so  visibly 
absent  since  the  day  John  Kennedy  died.     Laws  are 


designed  to  serve  and  not  harass  the  Individual,  and  the 
apathy  directed  at  this  particular  law  Is  fully  warranted. 
Unfortunately  it  has  overlapped  into  other,  arguably 
effective  measures  of  government  and  hence  weakens  the 
structure  of  a  3iy)po9edly  democratic  society. 

As  for  the  harmful  nature  of  marijuana,  a  common 
weed  having  been  enjoyed  by  hundreds  of  millions  over 
the  course  of  six  thousand  years,  the  evil  does  not  so  much 
exist  in  the  plant  Itself  as  it  does  the  psyche  of  various 
Individuals  and  their  willingness  to  abuse  It.  As  with 
alcohol,  sugar,  television,  and  sex,  good  Judgement  must 
be  applied  in  the  form  of  moderation  (at  least  wiUi  the 
first  three)  or  long  term  consequences  will  be  severe. 

In  a  country  where  any  eighteen  year  old  ( or  rUneteen' 
or  twenty? )  can  drink  him  or  herself  to  death  and  where 
the  growth  of  indisputably  harmful  tobacco  is  directly 
subsidized  by  the  goverruAent,  to  single  out  marijuana  as 
dangerous  to  the  well  being  of  one  and  all  is  absurd.  It  is 
this  sort  of  Inconsistency  which,  as  previously  mentioned 
fosters  cynicism  in  govenunent  and  apathy  among  the 
masses.  The  members  of  Congress  are  sadly  out  of  touch 
with  the  mainstream  of  American  life  and  continuing  to  do 
so  in  the  future  could  cost  them  their  political  necks. 
Eleven  states  have  already  accepted  the  concept  of 
decriminalkation,  four  more  allow  pot  to  be  prescribed  by 
a  doctor  for  the  treatment  of  glaucoma  and  the  side  ef- 
fects of  cancer  chemotherapy,  and  one  state,  Alaska, 
even  permits  cultivation  and  privateuse,  i.e.Withln  the 
home  (ever  wonder  why  Eskimos  are  among  Lbe  most 
affable  of  rBces?). 

The  politician  who  turns  his  back  on  well  heeled  lob- 
byists long  enough  to  see  the  writing  on  the  wall  will  be 
doing  himself  and  all  concerned  a  big  favor.  The  age  of 
hysteria  Is  dead,  and  irmnedlate  rational  measures  are 
essential.  For  if  nothing  Is  done,  which  Is  highly  (pardon 
the  pun)  unlikely,  the  vicious  cycle  of  government 
repression  and  Individual  escape  will  continue  for  the 
duration.

A  new  approach  to  teaching  and  a  new  use  of  television 
win  come  together  next  week  when  Public  Access 
cablevlslon  launches  an  8-week  class-on-cabie  series. 
Produced  through  the  public  access  faculties  of  Cape  Cod 
Cablevision  by  former  Cape  Cod  Community  College 
Humanities  professor  Judith  Barnet.  "Teachers  Lear- 
ning" will  feature  teachers  sharing  their  own  learning 
process  with  the  public.  The  teachers  participating  in  the 
show  will  be  taking  a  course  for  graduate  credit,  actually 
learning  in  public. 

Co-sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts  Teachers 
Association,  the  Barnstable  County  Teachers  Association 
and  Fitchburg  State  College,  the  course,  called 
"Devel(vlng  Humanities  Skills  ThmuiihFoIklore,"  brings

The 
worfclng-ln-pubUc  idea  has  previously  been  used  by  New 
England  architects  competing  for  the  nght  to  design  the 
new  Provincetown  playhouse.  Last  November  Cape 
residents  venturing  to  Provincetown  were  able  to  watch 
the  architects  cooqileting  their  contest  entries.

Service  coordinator  Danny  Kochensparger  says  slow 
response  time  of  the  fonner  pollce-nm  service  was  the 
reason  students  Intervened.  Police  had  to  drive  back  to 
tbe  station  to  pick  up  the  ambulance  before  they  could 
respond  to  an  emergency  call. 

Now  tbe  student  government-funded  service  operates 
out  of  the  health  center  basement  with  a  fully  equipped 
ambulance  and  non-emergency  vehicle  ready  to  go  out  at 
all  times.  Its  average  response  time  is  four  minutes. 

The  60  to  100  student  volunteers  are  required  to  com- 
plete the  state  emergency  medical  technician  course 
offered  on  campus  each  quarter  and  to  work  their  way 
"up  through  the  ranks."  The  VAS  is  run  as  a  student 
organization  with  a  constitution  and  officers. 

Kochensparger  sayg  the  service  exists  "from  year  to 
year"  on  student  govern  ment  allocations  of  (6,00^48,000. 
Tbe  ambulance  and  support  car  are  rented  from  the 
university  motor  pool,  although  st  one  time  a  local  car 
dealer  had  loaned  a  station  wagon  for  non-emergency 

Working  in  four-hour  shifts,  the  volunteers  are  likely  to 
answer  five  calls  per  day,  two  of  them  with  the  am- 
bulance. 

Bone  and  joint  injuries,  especially  by  athletes,  are  the 
most  common  calls,  but  last  quarter  saw  an  unusually 
high  number  of  car  accidents  in  addition  to  a  woman 
student  who  had  set  herself  afire. 

Kochensparger  credits  administrative  backing  tor 
making  tbe  student-run  service  viable.  Many  colleges,  he 
says,  have  tried  and  failed  because  of  administrative 
hassles. 

As  well  as  being  a  campus  service,  the  VAS  is  an 
educational  experience  for  the  volunteers,  says 
Kochensparger.  When  you  make  18-,19-  and  20-year  olds 
responsible  tor  other  people's  lives,  he  says,  a  special  kind 
of  education  takes  place.

Scholarship  Aid 


A  new  service  designed  to  assist  students  In  need  of 
financial  aid  to  continue  school  or  plan  for  graduate  school 
was  announced  today  by  The  Scholarship  Bank. 

According  to  Steve  Danz,  Program  Drirector,  the  new 
service  will  give  each  student  a  print-out  of  the  scholar- 
ships, loans,  grants  and  work-study  sources  available  to 
him  or  her  in  that  student's  specific  field. 

Students  apply  by  writing  for  and  filling  out  a 
questionnaire  which  is  used  as  the  key  to  the  data 
bank.  The  questionnaire  is  like  a  mini-profile  of  each 
student,  seeking  information  on  year  In  school,  major, 
occupational  objectives,  sex,  religion,  parent's  union, 
employer  and  military  service  and  student's  outstanding 
abilities,  such  as  leadership  experience  or  sports.  The 
service  Is  so  thorough  according  to  the  director,  that  in  the 
field  of  girls'  sports  scholarships  alone  there  are  over 
2,000  entries. 


The  director  also  indicated  that  the  Scholarship  Bank  is 
tbe  only  program  that  offers  a  full  listing  of  all  graduate 
and  post-graduate  scholarships,  which  would  be  of  in- 
terest to  all  grad  students  and  even  faculty. 

Tbe  data  bank  guarantees  that  each  student  will  receive 
at  least  |100  in  aid,  or  the  service  fee  of  $25  will  be 
refunded.  Danz  indicated  that  students  unable  to  pay  the 
J25  fee  may  receive  a  "basic"  print-out  of  at  least  15 
scholarship  sources  for  $15.  The  $25  fee  will  give  students 
up  to  50  sources  of  possible  aid. 

Tbe  data  bank  is  up-dated  dally  with  new  scholarships 
and  information  changes  in  current  scholarships.  Due  to 
the  backlog  of  applications  for  this  unique  service, 
students  should  submit  questionnaires  as  soon  as  possible. 

The  service  will  also  send  each  applicant  a  publication 
on  How  to  Play  Grantsmanship,  which  will  be  of  help  to  the 
students  in  applying  for  the  aid.  The  Scholarship  Bank 
cooperates  with  financial  aids  offices  and  does  not 
duplicate  their  services,  according  to  the  director.  Most 
financial  aids  offices  give  information  only  to  sources  that 
they  administer.

SEATTLE,  WASH.  (CCRS)-The  20  residents  of  tbe  Taft 
Apartment  building  here  got  tired  of  living  with 
cockroaches.  They  also  tired  of  having  no  hot  water  and 
having  to  leave  their  windows  open  to  regulate  the  heat. 
So  the  20,  mostly  University  of  Washington  students, 
fomwd  the  Taft  Tenants  Union  and  began  a  rent  strike, 
Mary  Barrand  of  the  Union  says  that  since  the  strike 
began  in  August  the  owner  has  hired  a  new  manager  to 
break  up  the  strike. 

"He  has  broken  windows  in  the  building  and  has  refused 
to  pay  the  bills,  so  tbe  water  was  shut  off,"  says  Barrand. 
She  added  that  the  residents  paid  the  bill  so  their  water 
would  be  turned  back  on. 

Before  the  residents  of  the  Taft  Apartments  decided  to 
Join  forces,  the  owner  was  able  to  duck  requests  for 
building  repairs.  He  even  served  eviction  papers  on  seven 
residents  who  tried  their  own  rent  strike. 

Now,  residents  have  become  allied  with  the  Seattle 
Tenants  Union  and  have  received  major  local  media 
coverage  in  their  fight  for  better  living  conditions. 
"We  aren't  moving."  said  Barrand. 
Lloyd  Bice,  owner  of  the  Taft  Apartments,  said  over  tbe 
phone, '  'My  attorney  told  me  not  to  make  any  statements 
to  reporters,  I'm  sorry.  Goodbye." 

Although  they  may  not 
have  known  it.  the  Taft 
Apartment  tenants  did 
exactly  what  two  at- 
torneys active  in  housing 


The  law  was  to  provide  arrangements  between  landlord 
and  tenant  guaranteeing  fair  treatment  and  decent 
housing,  including  the  warranty  of  habltablllty  on  the  part 
of  landlords.  Protection  against  retaliatory  actions  by 
landlords  was  also  included. 

'  'We  tried  to  develop  a  law  which  was  properly  drafted, 
protective  of  tenants,  and  not  overly  one-sided."  said 
Edward  L.  Schwartz,  chairman  of  the  drafting  committee 
and  a  practicing  lawyer  in  Boston.

"It  was  pretty  much  'You  have  the  premises,  I  have  no 
obligations'  by  tbe  landlord."  said  Schwartz. 

Schwart2  said  the  committee  considered  many  common 
law  cases,  particularly  cases  with  impUed  promises  of 
habltablllty. 

The  committee  also  drew  from  the  knowledge  of  an 
unofficial  advisory  board  from  real  estate,  banking, 
labor,  education  and  consumer  organizations. 

"Our  committee  would  submit  to  the  advisory  board  the 
drafting  we  had  done.  They  would  return  the  draft  to  us 
Witt)  suggestions  which  we  would  consider,"  Schwartz

Eligibility 
Rises

On  November  1st,  President  Carter  signed  Into  law  the 
Middle  Income  Student  Assistance  Act  (MISAA)  which 
will  enable  niiddle  income  students  to  become  eligible  for 
financial  aid  to  continue  their  education. 

"Eighty-five  to  ninety-five  percent  of  4C's  students  will 
be  eligible  to  receive  financial  aid"  said  Dana  Faria, 
Director  of  Financial  Aid,  "which  is  a  considerable 
amount  more  when  our  present  student  eligibility  ranges 
from  thirty-three  to  thirty-five  percent." 

Ai^licaUons  for  financial  aid  are  eipected  to  double  due 
to  the  MISAA,  thus  causing  a  heavier  work  load  for 
financial  aid  offices  in  all  of  the  colleges  across  the 
country.  Cape  Cod  Community  College  Financial  Aid 
office  is  in  the  middle  of  preparing  for  the  fall  term,  when 
the  MISAA  is  in  effect.  The  Impact  is  questionable.  Some 
colleges  feel  that  there  will  be  a  breakdown  of  the  ad- 
ministration in  the  aid  offices,  causing  Inefficient  services 
for  students.  A  warning  Is  being  sent  out  to  colleges 
reminding  the  directors  of  financial  aid  offices  that 
because  (rf  the  MISAA,  all  phases  of  financial  aid  will  be 
affected  -  •  man  power,  time,  material,  and  space.  Dana 
Faria  believes  "it  will  be  a  serious  impact  for  colleges  not 
ready  for  it."  But  not  for  IC's,  The  Financial  Aid  office 
has  moved  to  accomodate  for  more  space  and  have 
enlisted  more  help  for  the  Impact  In  the  fall. 

"The  idea  of  the  MISAA  is  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
middle  Income  people  who  really  feel  the  crunch  of 
tutlonal  costs"  said  Faria,  "I  think  it  la  amazing  about 
how  many  students  are  now  eligible  for  financial  aid,  and 
I'm  trying  to  let  these  students  know." 

For  more  biformaUon  on  the  MISAA,  the  Financial  Aid 
office  is  located  in  the  Upper  Commons. 
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Form  SA1--  Binding? 


Last  semester  when  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College 
professors  attended  a  meeting  that  discussed  the  reading 
of  the  new  contract  before  it  was  to  be  signed,  there  was  a 
section  that  was  raised  in  discussion  but  was  felt  not  to  be 
a  serious  problem.  In  the  contract,  Article  XII,  Section  05 
C  la,  pp.  XIMO  to  XII-11,  Student  Advisement  states  (a) 
'  'Each  advisor  will  meet  with  each  advisee  for  one  hour 
at  least  twice  a  semester.  Faculty  members  will 
document  their  contract  with  students  by  tiaving  the 
student  certify  hls-her  attendance  at  the  advising  session 
using  Form  SAl  attached  to  this  article"  and  continues 
that  (b)  "tiie  faculty  member  will  hold  a  meeting  with  all 
of  tils-her  advisees  at  the  beginning  of  the  semester  .  .  " 
has  now  the  attention  of  4C's  professors  and  the  reaction  Is 
not  a  happy  one. 

"I  feel  good  that  the  contract  addresses 
itself  to  the  advisor's  responslblLties  says  Professor 
Brenda  Boleyn,  "but  I  feel  that  the  English  in  It  is  very 
binding.  There  was  talk  that  advisors  and  students  could 
meet  In  a  small  group  meeting,  but  that's  not  what  it 
says"  Professor  Boleyn,  who  has  questioned  the  meaning 
of  the  article,  sent  a  memo  to  all  of  4C's  faculty  to  make 
them  aware  of  what  this  section  means  to  advisors  and 
has  found  that  she  Is  not  the  only  one  dissatisfied.  Ef- 
fective In  the  fall  term,  advisors  wUl  be  required  to  have 
by  the  end  of  the  semester  two  signatures  from  each 
advisee  testifying  that  two  hours  of  conference  has  been 
held,  "I  feel  that  It  Is  a  very  binding  requirement  to  have 
to  have  a  student's  signature  in  return  for  advisor's  time. 


The  thought  of  requesting  a  student  signature  in  return  for 
my  time  and  help  is  anathema  to  me  and  demeaning  to 
both  of  us.

Editoriuls 

Well,  it's  happened  again.  Like  the  gasoline 
shortage  that  wasn't  planned  for,  this  country 
is  finding  out  the  hard  way  what  happens  when 
the  backup  systems  at  a  nuclear  plant  don't 
function. 

Like  the  gas  problem,  our  government  of- 
ficials don't  know,  or  didn't  know,  the  proper 
way  on  how  to  correct  things.  For  you  see, 
nobody  ever  planned  for  something  like  what 
happened  at  Three  Mile   Island,  to  occur. 

After  all,  millions  of  dollars  went  into  this 
program,  which  was  supposed  to  solve  all  of 
this  country's  energy  problems.  Now  the  talk 
is  that  the  whole  program  might  be  com- 
pletely aborted. 

The  big  thing  in  this  country  is  M-0-N-E-Y 
and  nothing  illustrates  this  more  than  the 
recent  "accident"  in  Harrisburg.  And  once 
this  catastrophe  is  over,  unfortunately,  it  will 
return  to  that  same  subject.  It  will  be  too 
ej^nsive  to  completely  re-evaluate  the 
nuclear  energy  program.  So,  a  few  changes 
will  be  made  and  the  accident  will  be 
forgotten. 

But  it  won't  t)e  forgotten.  And  I'm  not 
talking  about  the  Clamshell  Alliance,  I'm 
talking  about  the  people  in  Middletown  and 
other  surrounding  communities  around  and 
about  Three  Mile  Island.  They  will  never 
forget  being  kicked  out  of  their  homes.  I 
wonder  how  many  of  them  treasure  returning 
to  them 

I  hope,  and  pray,  that  the  people  at  NfiC 
won't  just  dismiss  the  Three  Mile  Island 
incident  as  ju5t  an  accident,  but  use  it  as  a 
warning  for  the  future.  There  are  nuclear 
plants  in  43  states,  and  there  is  a  strong  belief 
that  the  same  thing  could  happen  at  any  one  of 
them. 

This  IS  not  something  that  should  be  fooled 
around  with.  We  usually  learn  from  our 
mistakes  but  I  hope  that  in  this  case,  it  only 
takes  one  mistake,  not  three  or  four.  After  that 
point,  it  might  just  be  too  late  to  do  anything 
about  it. 


Well,  I  hate  to  say  that  I  told  you  so,  but  I 
did.  I  am  referring,  of  course,  to  the  subject  of 
nuclear  power  plant  safety.  Some  of  you  will 
remember  that  I  harped  (along  with  certain 
other  Main  Sheet  staff  members)  on  the 
subject  of  nuclear  plants  last  semester. 

The  recent  nuclear  accident  at  the  Three 
Mile  Island  nuclear  plant  in  Harrisburg, 
Pennsylvania  has  shone  additional  light  on  the 
subject  of  just  how  safe  these  plants  are 
(correction:  how  unsafe),  and  it  is  hoped  that 
people  in  high  places  will  take  a  long,  hard 
look  at  nuclear  power  and  its  inherent 
dangers.  Indeed,  a  five  year  moratorium  has 
been  proposed  for  the  building  of  new  plants 
until  a  thorough  investigation  has  been  made 
r^arding  their  safety;  the  accident  raised 
eyebrows  all  over  the  country  and  sparked 
protests  and  demonstrations  by  concerned 
citizens,  but  one  wonders  whether  all  the  noise 
generated  by  the  accident  will  die  quickly. 

Itshould  be  noted  that  Governor  King  is  still 
pro-nuke;  that  the  proposed  moratorium  on 
nukes  is  still  only  proposed  and  may  never  go 
into  effect;  and  most  important  of  all.  only  one 
of  the  dangerous  aspects  of  nuclear  power 
plants  has  been  alked  about  in  the  wake  of  the 
accident.  There  is  still  a  great  deal  of  con- 
troversy over  what  would  happen  in  the  event 
of  a  melt-down,  although  it  is  a  generally 
accepted  fact  that  radiation  would  be  spewed 
into  the  atmosphere  and  perhaps  hundreds  of 
thousands  of  people  would  die  immediately. 
However,  it  should  be  pointed  out  that  nobody 
seems  to  be  concerned  with  the  problems 
associated  with  disposal  and  transport  of 
nuclear  wastes. 

The  wastes  produced  by  a  nuclear  plant  are 
lethal,  and  they  remain  so  for  five  hundred 
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thousand  years.  The  question  is.  do  we  have 
the  technology  to  store  these  things  for  this 
period  of  time?  I  think  not.  In  fact,  rumor  has 
it  that  some  drums  which  were  used  to  store 
nuclear  wastes  in  twenty  years  ago  in  upstate 
New  Yoric  have  already  started  to  leak 
radiation,  and  they  still  have  499.980  years  to 
go  before  their  contents  will  be^afe. 

Hopefully,  the  near  tragedy  at  Harrisburg 
will  prompt  a  complete  examination  of 
nuclear  power,  not  just  a  cursory  look  at  what 
caused  the  accident.  I  for  one  would  rather  not 
die  of  radiation  sickness.

Open  Letter  to 

Pres.  Hall 

Editor: 

The  following  is  an  open  letter  to  President  Hall. 
Dear  President  Hall.

I  can  remember  how  confident 
that  I  felt,  because  1  was  presently  mainLalning  an  A 
average  in  the  subject.  The  feeling  of  confidence  left  me 
shortly  after  I  left  the  theatre. 

The  lighting  conditions  were  terrible.  I  don't  wear 
glasses  and  have  been  told  by  my  eye  doctor  that  I  have 
good  eyesight.  The  room  was  dark.  I  joked  with  my  friend 
that  we  had  forgotten  our  flashlights.  I  think  that  the  best 
way  for  you  to  understand  my  feelings  concerning  the 
light  situation  is  to  ask  you  to  spend  three  hours  reading 
the  daily  newspaper  in  the  theatre. 

The  theatre  was  very  cold.  My  hands  were  so  cold  that  I 
found  it  difficult  to  hold  my  pencil.  A  tew  of  the  teachers 
were  drinking  hot  coffee  and  I  envied  them  for  holding 
something  warm  in  their  hands.  The  student  sitting  beside 
me  complained  for  three  hours  thai  her  feet  were  cold. 

The  theatre  was  crowded.  We  were 
asked  to  leave  a  seat  vacant  beside  us.  This  request  was 
impossible  because  of  the  large  number  of  students  taking 
the  exam.  The  exam  was  given  in  two  parts.  After  we 
finished  the  first  pari  of  the  exam,  we  were  told  to  obtain 
the  second  part  at  the  front  of  the  theatre.  Naturally,  the 
students  finished  the  first  part  of  the  exam  at  different 
limes.  I  was  sitting  at  the  end  of  the  row.  Therefore,  I 
heard  the  statement.  "Excuse  me.  please  "several  times, 
as  the  students  climbed  over  me  tor  the  second  part  of  the

Closing  parking  lots  is  an  idea  already  being  used  in 
several  major  cities  to  control  air  pollution  (Less  air 
poUutiwi  because  less  cars  come  into  the  dty  as  they  have 
no  place  to  park).  We  could  close  two  or  thr*e  of  the 
twelve  parking  lots,  enforce  illegal  parking  bans  and  cut 
Uie  college's  energy  use  by  cutting  the  number  of  cars 
that   could  come  here. 

Fines  collected  from  owners  of  illegally  parked  cars 
could  be  earmarked  for  a  special  fund  to  develop  tran- 
sportation altemaUves  for  Four  C's,  such  as  car  pools, 
commuter  lounges,  and  methods  to  facilitate  carsharlng 
(hitchhiking),  such  as  easily  identifiable  signs  that  would 
indicate  to  fellow  students  that  you're  going  to  school  too. 

Shutting  off  the  heal  would  certainly  save  some  oil, 
although  by  the  temperatures  in  most  classrooms.  It 
would  seem  they  use  very  little  now.  Since  the  classrooms 
have  so  Uttie  heat  now,  shut  it  all  off.  If  there  are  certain 
high  administration  and  faculty  o^ices  that  are  kept  cozy 
by  the  system,  welcome  them  to  the  eighties. 

The  weather  is  getting  better,  so  heating  requironenta 
are  going  down,  but  next  winter... 

The  powers  that  think  they  be  around  here,  who  are  so 
adept  at  organizing  parties  and  coffeehouses,  could  turn 
their  talents  to  this  problem  and  have  it  licked  In  no  time. 
Then  maybe  we'd  have  a  reason  to  celebrate.

Nuelear  Dismay 

There  is  the  clamsheU  aJliance  In  New  Hampshire,  the 
Cactus  Alliance  in  Arizona,  and  a  small  contingency  of 
other  groups  across  the  U.S.A.  Their  singular  devotion 
lies  in  the  extermination  of  all  nuclear  power  plants.  For 
yeaPMiewr  they  have  been  resisting  the  power  of  the  all 
might  power  companies  in  an  effort  to  delay  Uie  con- 
struction of  more  of  these  plants,  and  to  inform  the 
general  public  of  the  dangerous  consequences  of  even  a 
"minor"  catastrophe. 

It  has  taken  an  actual  disaster  Uiough,  as  usual,  to  turn 
the  public's  eye  to  the  inescapable  tnith,  that  a  nuclear 
discharge  is  not  only  conceivable,  imaginable,  but  will 
happen,  as  we  have  Just  seen  in  the  episode  at  three  mile 
island  in  Pennsylvania,  Does  it  not  scare  you'  It  does  me 
Chir  own  nuclear  plant  in  Plymouth  Is  right  up  the  street, 
Harrisburg  was  not  far  from  being  evacuated.  Evacuated. 
People  nearly  had  to  abandon 
radiation.  The  form  of  radiation 
an  enemy  invasion,  but  from  o 
must  be  a  better  way. 

The  government  Is  beginning  to  doubt  the  efficiency  of 
these  plants.  It  is  a  pity  It  took  so  long.  Without  their 
support  perhaps  the  power  companies  would  ha  e  invested 
their  support  In  more  plausible,  dependable,  conservative 
means  of  accomodating  our  energy  needs.  Methane  gas, 
derived  from  human  eind  animal  waste,  burns  cleanly  and 
would  perform  two  functions  at  one  time,  disposing  of 
waste  and  supplying  fuel  for  power.  Is  it  feasible?  Yes, 
Why  don't  we  see  it  in  use?  Pure  alcohol,  a  distillate,  also 
burns  pure,  A  more  efficient  use  of  rivers,  a  practical 
means  storage  for  solar  power  are  feasible,  and  safer. 
Let's  save  America  from  the  embarrassment  of  being  the 
first  to  wipe  out  our  own  people  with  a  calamitous  nuclear 
tragedy. 

Nuclear  energy  is  almost  a  good  idea,  bul  the  dangers 
far  outweigh  the  advantages.  Why,  the  rods  themselves 
cannot  even  be  shut  down,  and  there  is  the  fear  of  a 
melting,  the  rampant  acceleration  of  heat,  to  the  point  of 
incinerating  the  actual  foundation  of  the  plant  itself.  The 
consequences  are  a  terrifying  expulsion  of  dealy 
radioactivity  to  the  atmosphere.  It  is  a  frightening 
speculation,  one  which  we  would  be  the  better  lo  do 
without.  I  admit  my  own  middle  of  the  road  point  of  view 
on  the  subject  until  last  week,  and  my  head  was  turned. 
Let's  hope  that  others,  in  power,  were  also  influenced  by 
this  near  tragedy,  and  that  It  will  not  be  a  matter  to  be 
soon-forgotten.

he  also  has  a  house  in  Hyannis.  He  was  brought  up 
lingual  household  (speaking  both  Dutch  and  English:

Both  of  Dr.  Minshall's  parents  were  musically  inclined 
and  when  the  good  doctor  was  fourteen,  his  father  told 
him,  "Son,  it's  about  time  you  learned  to  play  an  in- 
strument." When  given  his  choice,  young  Robert  picked 
the  Scottish  bagpipes,  thinking  that  there  was  no  way  his 
father  could  procure  a  set.  and  he  would  be  spared  taking 
musical  lessons.  However,  his  plan  backfired  when  his 
father  located  a  Scottish  fnend  who  not  only  could  supply 
tlie  pipes,  but  also  the  instruction  Actually,  Dr.  Minshall 
is  quite  happy  with  the  situation  as  his  playing  (once  in  a 
4C'fi  talent  showi  has  made  him  somewhat  of  a  celebrity 
on  campus. 

After  spending  one  semester  at  Princeton  University  in 
1941,  Minshall  was  inducted  into  the  army  in  the  old 
fashione^avalry.  He  was  staioned  in  the  Panama  Canal 
zone  and  later  transferred  to  North  Africa  where  he 
became  company  inlerprelT  After  his  discharge  in  1946, 
Minshall  went  back  to  Princeton,  this  time  on  the  G.l  Bill, 
He  started  his  doctoral  wort  when  the  Korean  Conflict 
broke  out  and,  being  a  reservist,  re-inlisted.  After  his 
second  discharge,  he  went  back  to  school,  doing  graduate

Registrar  McLaughlin  noted  moeeds  and  foot^irive'.i  bicycles  are  exrapt  from  in- 
spection. In  1977,  the  Commonwealth  listed  as  registered  some  3,110,612  passenger 
cars,  which  includes  4,500  taxi-cabs,  11,070  buses.  86,233  motorcycles,  359,773  com- 
mercial vehicles  and  32,000  state  and  municipal  vehicles. 

McLaughlin  concluded  "When  a  car  is  found  to  have  defective  equipment  during  the 
inspection,  a  round  rejectioon  sticker  is  affixed,  and  the  vehicle  immediately  becomes 
an  outlaw  on  the  highway.  This  means  it  can  not  be  driven  until  the  equipment  is 
repaired.  I  strongly  urge  the  motorist  to  make  a  'first  inspection'  of  his  or  her  vehicle  to 
avoid  having  to  unexpectedly  leave  the  car  at  the  inspection  station.  It  can  not  be  driven 
with  a  rejection  sticker,"

Perspective 

on  Homosexuality 

Much  has  been  written,  both  pro  and  con,  regarding  the 
decision  by  Dr.  Walter  Wannie.  principal  of  Barnstable 
High  School,  to  disallow  Mr,  Rod  Parke,  a  gay  activist,  to 
speak  on  the  subject  of  tiomoseiuality  to  senior  students 
in  the  Introduction  to  Life  class.  Many  misleading 
statements  have  been  made  in  the  pres5.  both  editorially 
and  in  letters  to  the  editor,  and  it  seems  hard  for  most 
people  to  keep  a  proper  perspective  on  the  matter  A  gay 
activist  should  not  be  permitted  to  address  high  school 
students.  As  objectively  and  dispassionately  as  possible,  let 
us  discuss  why  he  should  not 

Firstly,  it  seems  pertinent  to  clarify  the  definition  of 
"homosexual,"  since  there  seems  to  be  many  different 
versions.  The  editorial  m  the  February  1st  copy  of  the 
weekly  Register  claims  that  "a  homosexual,  male  or 
female,  Is  not  a  perverted  deviate"  fa  somewhat 
redundant  predicate),  Mr  Don  Nardo,  a  teacher  who 
originally  invited  Mr  Parlie  to  speak,  e]q)lained  in  an 
article  in  that  same  newspaper  that  he  felt  that  the 
physical  presence  of  a  guest  speaker  could  drive  home  the 
point  that  homosexuabty  i^  a  legitimate  lifestyle,  not  a 
shameful  perversion  No  one  can  deny  that  homosexuality 
is  a  legitimate  lifestyle  between  consenting  adults,  but 


what  about  It  not  being  a  perversion^  Webiter's  Collegiate 
DlctJonary  defines  perversion  as  "a  maladjustment  of  the 
sexual  life,  such  that  satisfaction  is  sought  in  aberrant 
ways."  Does  not  this  describe  homosexuality'  The  En- 
cyclopedia Brlttanlca  puts  homosexuality  at  the  top  of  its 
list  of  sexual  deviations.  Perhaps  perversion  is  too  strong 

a  word;  deviation  andnsr  aberration  are  better  ones,  and 
most  people  recognize  that  homosexuality  is  a  deviation 
from  normal  sexual  behavior.  But  not  all  high  school 
students,  even  seniors,  recognize  this.  And  that  is  the  first 
reason  why  a  gay  activist  should  not  address  students. 
The  subject  is  too  apt  to  be  presented  as  a  choice  rather 
than  a  deviation. 

If  homosexuality  is  presented  to  students  as  a  choice,  is 
it  likely  to  turn  them  towards  it'  According  to  Ann 
Landers,  psychologists  say  that  the  pattern  for 
homosexuality  is  set  by  the  age  of  four,  because  by  that 
time  a  child  has  either  identified  with  or  rejected  his  own 
sex.  If  he  identifies  with  his  own  sex.  when  he  matures  he 
will  develop  desires  for  the  opposite  sex;  if  he  rejects  his 
own  sex.  at  maturity  he  will  develop  sexual  desires  for  his 
own  sex.  Somehow  it  seems  unconscionable  to  hold  a 
person  accountable  for  desires  that  he  cannot  and  could 
never  control;  rather  we  should  feel  compassion  for  him. 
But  in  feeling  compassionate,  let  us  not  deny  the  fact  that 
he  is  a  deviate.  II  is  safe  to  assume  that  no  one  will  become 
a  homosexual  simply  because  he  is  exposed  to  the  subject. 
But  experimentation  is  quite  likely,  depending  on  how  the 
subject  is  presented.  And  this  brings  us  to  the  second 
reason  why  a  gay  activist  should  not  address  students.  He 
is  too  apt  to  present  as  normal  that  which  is  abnormal. 


Mr.  Nardo  astutely  realized  that  the  physical  presence 
of  a  speaker  can  drive  home  a  point,  particularly  when  a 
Mass!  meets  ninety  times  a  semester  and  averages  only 
two  .guest  speakers  Obviously,  the  guest  speaker 
highlights  the  course.  To  invite  Mr,  Parke,  an  activist  for 
gay  rights,  a  former  college  instructor,  and  an  ac- 
complished, talented  lecturer  seems  somewhat 
reprehensible  of  Mr,  Nardo.  particularly  when  the  in- 
vitation is  issued  before  clearance  with  the  principal  or 
the  school  committee.  When  Mr,  Parke  states  that  he  has 
no  intent  to  proselytize  or  recruit  in  speaking  to  students, 
he  is  entirely  believable  But  he  is.  nevertheless,  using  a 

public  school  classroom  for  his  own  activist  purposes  by 
attempting  to  justify  his  chosen  lifestyle,  by  presenting 
deviate  behavior  as  normal,  and  by  advocating  sympathy 
for  his  cause.  And  that  is  the  third,  and  perhaps  most 
compelling,  reason  why  he  should  not  address  a  high 
school  class.  High  school  students  should  not  be  used  or 

exploited  by  anyone,  particularly  under  the  guise  of 
education.Dr.  Wannie  was  quite  right  to  safeguard  his 
students  m  this  respect. 

In  the  final  analysU,  it  is  too  bad  that  the  whole  subject 
has  been  blown  out  of  all  proportion.  If  only  Mr,  Nardo  had 
focused  attention  on  the  fact  that  we  cannot  like  or  dislike 
people  just  because  they  are  homosexual,  on  the  tact  that 
we  cannot  judge  the  sexual  preferences  of  others,  and  on 
the  fact  that  intolerance  begets  intolerance,  he  could  have 
continued  on  with  other  aspects  of  U£e  In  his  Introduction

Most  students  at  the  college  are  well  aware  of  the 
program  offerings  in  accounting,  nursing,  hotel 
management,  etc.,  but  few  realize  that  Cape  Cod  Com- 
munity CoUege  also  offers  an  Associate  in  Science  degree  in 
engineering,  and  Mr.  Ted  Panltz.  curriculum  coordinator  of 
the  division,  would  like  to  see  that  change. 

Whereas  nursing  and  management  programs  enroll 
hundreds,  only  16  students  are  now  working  towards  an  A,S. 
in  engineering  at  CCCC. 

Panltz  suggests  this  could  be  a  result  of  the  heavy 
woridoad  asked  by  instructors.  Their  students  must  have  a 
good  head  for  math  and  science,  as  course  offerings  include 
calculus,  physics,  chemistry,  and  mechanical  drawing. 

This  is  not  to  say  the  program  is  without  its  attractive 
aspects.  Because  of  the  small  number  of  candidates,  career 
guidance  is  provided  to  the  extent  not  to  be  found  anywhere 
else  on  campus.  Classes  are  small  and  informal  and 
proceed  at  a  brisk  pace.  Once  a  student  completes  the  core 
requirements,  he  or  she  can  transfer  to  another  coUege, 
including  the  University  of  Massachusetts,  and  earn  a 
Bachelor  of  Science  degree  in  two  years  rather  than  four. 
The  second  year  of  study  at  CCCC  is  geared  as  close  as 
possible  to  the  sophomore  year  at  U-Mass.,  inchidlng  the 
use  of  videotaped  lectures  on  loan  from  the  Amherst 
campus. 

And  finally,  perhaps  the  most  attractive  aspect  of  the 
program,  there  are  currently  35,000  eraduates  nationwide

Lackadaisical  Attitude 


Editor, 

On  April  2, 1979  tbe  Cape  Cod  Community  CoUege  Rugby 
Oub  officially  removed  it's  name  from  tbe  list  of  func- 
tioning student  clubs,  the  reason  being  lack  of  student 
commitment.  Please  note  that  It  was  a  lack  of  commitment 
and  not  Interest  which  was  the  club's  downfall.  Initial  an- 
nouncement of  the  club's  formation  last  semester  was  met 
with  an  enthusiastic  response,  and  club  officers  garnered 
20-30  signatures  from  students  who  expressed  an  interest  In 
playing  on  tbe  team.  Armed  with  tills  Information,  Don 
Staruk.  the  dub's  secretary-treasurer,  spent  considerable 
time  and  money  over  the  semester  break  arranging  a 
playing  schedule  with  other  rugby  dubs  in  tbe  area. 

The  first  official  practice  was  scheduled  at  the  start  of  the 
spring  semester.  Only  six  players  attended  the  pracUce 
session.  Because  rugby  is  a  team  sport,  each  team  com- 
prised of  fifteen  players,  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College 
dub  was  faced  with  a  dilemma.  Students  who  had  attended 
the  club's  first  meeting  were  contacted  and  most  expressed 
a  continued  interest  and  pledged  their  attendance  for  future 
practice  sessions.  Attendance  at  subsequent  practices  still 
still  only  ranged  from  4-10  players.  Although  verbal  com- 
mitment continues  to  be  given  by  those  students  abstaining 
from  practice  sessions,  the  reality  of  the  situation  has 
forced  club  leaders  to  cancel  tbe  spring  rugby  contents. 

I  would  Uke  to  commend  Donald  Staruk  for  the  fine  work 
he  did  in  organizing  the  club.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my 
r^ret  that  his  enthusiasm  and  commitment  was  not 
matched  in  kind  by  tbe  majority  of  other  dub  members. 

As  adviser  to  tbe  Rugby  Club  and  a  recently  appointed 
member  of  the  Cape  Cod  Community  College  faculty  . 
I  am  concerned  and  greatly  dismayed  by  the  lackadaisical 
attitude  so  many  dub  members  demonstrated  toward  their 
club  commitments,  Developing  a  sense  of  personal  ac- 
countability and  coimnitment  are  integral  components  of 
tbe  educational  process. 

My  experience  with  the  Rugby  Club  has  raised  questions 
in  my  mind  regarding  the  extent  to  which  this  display  of 
irresolute  behavior  is  representative  of  the  student  body  as 
a  whole,  and  if  it  is.  what  is  the  ultimate  effect  upon  the 
educational  process  here  at  the  college.

Price  used  several  sUde  projectors  and  a  movie  projector 
tightly  interwoven  with  other  special  visual  effects,  such  as 
colored  lighting,  a  smoke  machine,  and  Uve  performers  to 
create  a  conqilete  atmosphere  of  the  fantasy  for  the 
audience.  Unfortunately,  some  of  the  movie  fUm  seemed  a 
bit  underexposed  and  when  used  in  conJuncUon  with  the 
colored  lights  the  footage  was  difficult  to  see. 

Though  some  segments  seemed  a  bit  long  and  drawn  out. 
the  production  was  weU  conceived  and  was  otniously  the 
work  of  a  very  creative  mind.  Price's  choice  of  music  was 
very  appropriate  and  the  mixing  of  the  soundtrack  was 
done  extremely  weU. 

Overall  the  show  seemed  to  be  a  success  and.  as  I  gather, 
all  shows  had  a  good  sized  turnout.  Congratulations  Russ 
Price.

"Cbeatin'  Is"  all  about.  She  tells  the  Rudolphs  to  caU  the 
babysitter  and  lake  the  early  Qight  to  Florida  and  "If 
You're  Not  Back  in  Love  By  Monday"  they  should  go  their 
separate  ways.  No  "rap"  is  ever  the  same,  I'm  told,  and 
although  her  fans  seemed  familiar  with  her  songs,  they 
never  know  how  she  will  incorporate  them  into  her  "raps." 
For  this  alone,  the  concert  was  worth  sitting  through. 

She  teUs  her  story  with  much  emotion  while  incorporating 
her  own  songs  such  as  "Get  it  Outcha'  System"  and  "Free 
and  In  Love"  with  songs  made  popular  t^  other  artists  like 
TharUe  Riche's  "If  Loving  You  is  Wrong"  and  DoUy  Par- 
ton's  "Here  You  Come  Again."

Inside  the  Dresging  Room 

UMass     Sets 
Pattern

It  seems  that  dropping  hockey  programs  is  becoming  a 
national  oasttim^ 

For  the  past  several  years,  all  of  the  community  colleges 
In  Massachusetts  have  quibbled  over  whether  to  lirop 
hockey,  a  sport  that  has  brought  In  practically  no  revenue, 
but  yet  takes  out  one  of  the  biggest  chunks  of  Its  athletic 
budget. 

Over  the  last  three  years,  most  of  these  schools  have 
decided  to  drop  the  expensive  sport,  including  4C's.  which 
announced  the  killing  of  hockey  in  February.  Mass  Bay 
Community  College  is  now  the  only  Region  XXI  school  in 
the  Bay  State  with  an  active  hockey  program.  The  only 
other  team  in  Region  XXI  is  Rhode  Island  Junior  CoUege,  a 
school  noted  for  a  high  athletic  budget. 

Most  schools,  though,  have  rebounded  with  what  they  call 
"club"  teams.  That  is,  they  have  players,  they  have  a 
coach,  they  Just  don't  actively  belong  to  a  league.  And 
what's  ironic  is  that  some  of  these  club  teams  have  grown 
Into  better  hockey  teams  than  their  varsity-level 
predecessors, 

A  good  example  of  this  is  Bunker  Hill  Community 
College.Always  on  the  bottom  of  Region  XXI,  BHCC.  with  a 
club  team  in  1978-79.  played  more  games  and  finished  with  a 
winning  record. 


So,  everything  was  fine.  Teams  were  droRiing  the  s  port 
on  the  varsity  level,  but  as  long  as  a  "club"  team  was 
available,  good  competition  could  be  scheduled  and  any 
player  would  have  college  experience  If  he  wanted  to  try  out 
for  a  four-year  university  team,  such  as  UMass-Amherst  or 
Bridgewater  St.,  or  a  host  of  other  Division  n  and  m 
schools. 


Enter  the  University  of  Massachusetts-Amherat. 

The  Minutemen  haven't  exactly  fielded  some  great  teams 
in  recent  history,  and  1978-79  was  probably  the  worst,  as 
they  finished  at  the  bottom  of  the  Eastern  College  Athletic 
Conference,  with  a  1-lft-l  record. 


UMAss  is  really  the  first  "big  time"  university  in  New 
England  to  do  this.  I  believe  that  Mass  Bay  will  now  follow 
suit,  if  not  this  year,  next  year.  For  what  incentive  is  there 
now  to  keep  a  program?  Many  students  of  community 
colleges  in  Massachusetts  end  up  In  Amherst,  and  if  there  is 
no  longer  varsity  hockey  at  UMass,  why  should  the  two- 
year  colleges  support  it? 

My  guess  is  that  the  university  was  ]ust  waiting  for  this 
moment.  With  community  colleges  droRiing  the  sport,  the 
number  of  quality  hockey  players  was  becoming  less  and 
less.  And  rather  than  do  something  about  It,  It  appears  that 
the  administration  just  let  the  problem  slip  into  oblivion. 

The  most  upsetting  conclusion  about  this  decision  is  that 
the  Amherst  campus  has  now  set  an  example.  Just  as  was 
started  with  the  two-year  colleges  a  few  years  ago.UMass 
haa  now  Initiated  the  same  thing  to  happen  with  the  larger 
universities. 


If  you  don't  believe  it.  wait.  Hockey  teams  do  not  bring  In 
a  proflt,  unless  you're  talking  about  the  Boston  schools  (i.e., 
BU3C,  Harvard,  etc, ).  and  the  Dlvlalon  in  schools,  seeing 
the  example  set  at  UMass,  can  be  expected  to  foU  —  «ult.

Too  many  times  we  enter  into  a  marriage  with  the  Idea 
that  our  mate  will  change;  that  love  conquers  all. 
Hogwash-we  have  to  look  at  Ufe  realistically.  When  we 
build  a  house,  we  want  only  the  finest  wood  and  the  best 
quality  nails  to  go  uito  it  If  we  use  inferior  supplies  and 
workmanship,  we  may  discover  that  m  a  year  or  two  the 
house  is  falling  apart,  and  we  find  ourselves  saying.  "Had

Hotel  Students  Reap  Benefits 
of  In-field  Experience 


Hotel  students  at  Cape  Cod  Community  CoUege  will  one 
day  view  with  pride  a  new  motor  lodge  on  Route  132  in 
Hyannla  knowing  that  they  had  a  hand  in  Its  development. 

In  a  course  entitled  Hotel  Management  Simulation, 
fourteen  students  are  learning  flrst-^und  about  the 
development  and  operation  of  a  hospitality  facility.  The 
format  of  this  course  is  to  begin  with  general  idea  of  star- 
ting a  new  motel  operation  on  the  Cape  and  to  run  It  con>- 
pletely  through  the  day  the  doors  are  permanently  opened 
to  the  public.  Students  are  challenged  to  search  out  and 
utilize  the  best  goods,  services  and  Information  available  in 
the  pursuit  of  a  profitable  operation. 

This  year's  project  is  an  outgrowth  of  last  years  success. 
Barnstable  developer,  James  Smith  heard  about  the  course 
from  a  local  banker  who  had  participated  with  the  class  in 
the  development  of  an  imagined  Sheraton  Hotel  on  Route  28 
last  year.  Smith  contacted  Robert  K,  Johnson  who  instructs 
the  course  at  the  College  with  a  unique  proposal.  Would  he 
like  to  run  the  1979  project  in  conjunction  with  a  new  motor 
lodge  he  plana  to  build  on  Route  132?  Both  Johnson  and  his 
students  jumped  at  the  op-portunity 

Since  the  beginning  of  the  Spring  Semes  ter  in  Fetvuary 
the  class  has  studied  hotel  development  through  six  weekly 
class  hours  and  many  hours  in  the  field.  The  approach  they 
are  using  is  to  imagine  that  they  are  in  Smith's  position  and 
do  every  bit  of  planning  and  decision  making  necessary  to 
open  the  motor  lodge.  Rather  than  shadow  Smith  and  copy 
his  ideas,  however,  the  class  has  run  its  own  project 
parallel  to  the  work  he  is  doing.  At  bi-weekly  classroom 
sessions  with  Smith,  results  are  compared  and  ideas  ex- 
changed. In  this  way  the  student  is  challenged  to  use  his 
own  abilities  but  is  able  to  receive  the  guidance  of  a 

Phase  1  of  the  project  was  to  determine  what  would  be 
built  and  where.  As  Smith  had  already  decided  to  build  on 
land  he  presently  owns  across  from  the  Sheraton  Regal  Inn 
on  Route  132.  the  class  ran  its  own  research  to  determine  if 
indeed  that  was  the  t>est  available  site.  Class  members 
worked  with  zoning  maps,  the  Registry  of  Deeds,  Real 
Estate  agents  and  the  business  community  to  assess  the 
merits  of  many  commercial  parcels.  In  the  end  the  class 
found  another  more  suitable  site  but  decided  to  continue  the 
project  with  the  Jim  Smith  site. 

Meanwhile  a  market  survey  was  conducted  to  determine 
the  demand  for  a  new  motor  lodge  and  the  type  of  amenities 
most  desired  by  guests.  with  the  blessing  of  the 
managements  of  the  lyanough  Hills  Motor  Lodge,  Sheraton 
Regal  Inn  and  Holiday  Inn,  approximately  200  guests  were 
interviewed. 


At  present  the  class  is  engaged  in  Phase  II  which  entails 
design,  furnishing  and  finance.  While  Mr.  Smith  has  been 
working  with  an  architect  toward  final  building  plans  for 
his  facility,  the  class  has  designed  seven  unique  designs  of 
its  own.  Beginning  with  just  a  plot  plan,  legal  requirements 
and  litUe  else,  the  class  proceeded  to  detail  all  phases  of 
guest  room  layout,  public  areas  and  exterior  development. 
In  every  design  the  desired  result  Is  one  which  "works"  tor 
both  the  guests  and  the  staff. 

In  purchasing  furnishing  and  fixtures  the  student  is 
challenged  to  seek  the  best  price-value  combination  which 
will  fit  the  needs  of  the  project.  Each  student  Is  currently 
assigned  to  purchase  one  of  the  thousands  of  items 
necessary  for  the  new  motor  lodge.  Included  in  the  exercise 
are  double  mattresses,  19"  color  televisions,  guest  room 
carpeting,  door  locks  and  bath  towels.  Later  this  month  the 
class  will  visit  the  New  England  Hotel  and  Restaurant 
Show  in  Boston  to  speak  with  industry  suppliers.  Each 
student  will  then  submit  three  separate  proposals  for  the 
item  to  be  purchased. 

One  of  the  most  fascinating  areas  of  the  project  has  been 
finance.  Students  have  researched  poasibli 
funding  for  the  project  and  will  soon  enter  the  money 
market.  All  of  the  planning  and  development  information 
gathered  so  far  is  being  compiled  In  a  feasibility  study.  This 
study,  which  argues  for  the  funding  of  the  project,  will  ' 
tested  by  submitting  it  to  possible 


Phase  in  is  a  most  important  part  of  the  management 
exercise.  It  deals  with  the  development  of  operating 
systems  for  the  new  motel.  Students  will  assume  the  role  of 
owners  and  management  to  formulate  operating  policy  for 
the  various  departments  including  rooms,  marketing, 
accounting,  personnel  and  purchasing. 

The  type  of  learning  provided  by  this  course  has  been 
strongly  endorsed  by  the  Hotel  Restaurant  Management 
Program's  Advisory  Committee.  This  group  of  hospitality 
professionals  headed       by       Gerald  DiPietro, 
General  Manager    of    Duntey's  Hyannis    Resort. 
wo.-ks  closely  with  the  college  in    the    area    of

Project  "Idea' 


During  the  next  to  the  last  week  of  this  semester,  students 
will  be  asked  to  rate  some  of  your  instructors  using  "IDEA" 
.{Instructional  Development  and  Effectiveness  Assessment 
System )  questionnaire.  This  Is  part  of  a  new  ,  program  here 
on  campus  and  follows  a  different  format,  and  is  designed 
for  a  much  different  purpose,  than  the  student  evaluation 
form^  that  you  may  remember  from  the  fallsemester 

The  "IDEA"  program  is  aimed  at  helping  the  individual 
faculty  members  assess  their  teaching  effectiveness  and 
finding  jvays  to  improve  and  develop  their  Instructional 
techniques  and  methods.  The  forms  Uiat  you  will  be  filling 
out  are  in  use  across  the  nation,  and  will  allow  the  faculty 
member  to  t^mpare  the  response  in  your  class  section  with 
the  responses  of  our  250,000  students  in  other  college 
courses.  The  form  was  designed  by  the  Center  for  Faculty 
Evaluation  and  Development  at  Kansas  State  University, 
and  that  center  is  under  contract  (by  the  MBRCC)  to 
process  the  response  data  and  return  summary  information 
to  the  faculty. 

Essentially,  the  responses  that  you  make  in  your  class 
section  will  be  summarized  and  then  compared  both  with 
the  responses  of  similar  classes  nationwide,  and  with  the 
objectives  that  the  instructor  has  defined  for  the  class 
section.  Since  a  great  many  details  of  the  course  operation 
are  covered,  it  becomes  possible  to  pinpoint  areas  of 
relative  strength  and  weakness.  This  in  turn  allows  the 
faculty  members  to  judge  what  aspects  of  his-her  teaching 
are  working  well  and  should  be  capitalized  upon,  and 
which  aspects  need  modification. 

This  entire  program  was  defined  as  part  of  the  contract 
negotiated  between  the  Massachusetts  Board  of  Regional 
Community  Colleges,  and  the  Massachusetts  Teachers 
Association  ("The  Union"),  It  is  an  example  of  an  attempt 
to  get  some  positive  action  out  of  the  negotiation  and  con- 
tract process,  in  that  it  focuses  on  the  positive  goal  of  im- 
proving teaching.  The  results  of  this  evaluation  will  In  no 
way  be  used  to  Influence  the  rating  of  a  teacher  for  purposes 
of  promotion,  tenure,  or  retention  on  the  faculty.  (The  very 
short  form  used  in  the  fall  semester  constitutes  the  student 
evaluation  of  the  teacher  for  purposes  of  retention. 
promotion  and  tenure. ) 

Careful  and  thoughtful  attention  to  the  completion  of  the 
forms  will  be  gi'eatly  appreciated  by  the  faculty.  The  time 
that  you  take  to  give  thoughtful  consideration  to  the 
questions,  may  very  well  pay  off  in  improved 
effectiveness. 
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Discover  Europe 


April  30  is  the  deadline  for  applications  to  Project 
Discovery's  field  trips  to  Europe  and  Britain.  North  Shore 
Conununity  College's  International  Studies  program  for 
students  and  adults  will  journey  to  the  Continent  and 
England  for  its  fifth  consecutive  summer  in  1979,  However, 
there  may  be  openings  after  the  AprU  30  date  if  there  are 
sufficient  openings. 

The  highlights  of  the  travel-study  program  are  the  visits 
with  distinguished  Europeans  and  Americans,  Former 
Ambassadors  Elliot  Richardson  (Britain)  and  John  Volpe 
Italy)  have  met  with  Project  Discovery  students  in 
previous  years  and  discussed  the  purposes,  operation  and 
r  opportunities  in  the  foreign  service.  Mr.  John  J. 
Parker,  Councillor  and  former  Mayor  of  Boston,  England; 
and  Chief  Administrative  Officer  Roy  Gregory  of  Beverley. 
England  have  also  shown  the  "wandering  scholars"  their 
respective  towns,  including  the  prison  cells  that  in- 
carcerated the  Pilgrim  fathers  m  1607.  and  one  of  England's 
few  remaining  operational  wlndmiUs.  Lord  Mayor  Man- 
dred  Rommel,  son  of  the  famous  WW  n  Field  Marshall 
Erwin  Rommel  and  Albert  Speer,  Adolf  Hitler's  Minister  of 
Armaments  and  War  Production  have  provided  a  unique 
per^ctive  on  the  causes  and  effects  of  the  2nd  global 
conflict.  Similar  visits  are  planned  for  the  4  trips  offered  in 
W79. 

"Discover  the  Continent"  will  be  a  3  week  expedition  to 
Normandy,  Paris,  VersaiUes  and  small  villages  in  France; 
the  International  City  of  Geneva  and  the  Alpine  city  of 
Interlaken  in  Switzerland:  the  great  castles  and  university 
towns  of  (Jermany;  the  "Venice  of  the  North,"  Amsterdam; 
and  Bruges,   Belgium,    "the    most   medieval    town    in 


Individual  students  will  probably  not  receive  forms  in 
each  class,  since  faculty  members  will  be  evaluating  only 
one  or  two  of  their  sections.  As  in  the  past,  many  faculty 
may  continue  to  offer  their  own  personally  designed  forms 
for  their  own  use  in  other  class  sections. 

Professor  William  peirce  (Science,  Rra  215)  will  be 
serving  as  coordinator  of  the  program,  and  will  be  working 
with  individual  faculty  members  on  the  analysis  of  the 
results.  He  would  be  happy  to  try  to  answer  individual 
questions  concerning  the  program.  In  addition,  copies  of  the 
forms  and  instructions  will  be  posted  around  the  campus 
prior  to  the  week  that  the  evaluation  will  take  place. 


"Ertscover  Bi^taln"  will  be  a  3  week  trek  through  England 
and  Scotland,  European-experienced  Instructors  will  bring 
alive  the  monoliths  of  Stonehenge,  the  Impact  of  Rome  at 
Emperor  Hadrian's  Wall,  and  the  intrigue  surrounding 
Mary.

Discover  Europe"  Journey  will  explore  the 
raries  of  the  "Discover  the  Continent"  and 
"Discover  Britain"  expeditions  for  a  comprehensive  field 
trip  through  western  Europe. 

A  special  Career  Program  will  spend  2  weeks  in  Britain. 
Career  persons  and  continuing  education  students  will 
benefit  from  seasoned  historians  who  will  ensure  that 
participants  gain  a  thorough  and  lively  understanding  of 
the  great  landmarks  and  history  of  England  and  Scotland. 

All  of  the  NSCC  programs  will  be  within  the  means  of  a 
limited  budget,  have  highly-motivated  professors  and  have 
adequate  free  time  for  pursuit  of  individual  interests.  Visits 
with  distinguished  European  mayors.  U.S.  embassy  of- 
ficials and  executives  at  the  headquarters  of  International 
Organizations  will  continue  to  highlight  the  summer.  And 
NSCC'3  Center  for  Alternative  Studies  will  grant  3  credits. 
through  its  Contract  Learning  Program,  for  the  course 
"Our  European  Heritage  through  Field  Study.  ' 

Project  Discovery  is  counselled  on  the  best  way  to  study 
"Our  European  Heritage"  by  an  International  and 
National  Adivosry  Committee  which  consists  of  Am- 
bassador Henry  Cabot  Lodge;  Major-General  George 
Palton;  former  Mayor  of  Boston.  England  John  J.  Parker;

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Whale  Trip

Approximately  sixty  CCCC  students  caught  a  glimpse  of 
some  of  the  largest  creatures  on  earth  on  Thursday,  May 
3rd.  The  occasion  was  a  whale  watching  excursion  aboard 
the  DolphlD  n,  a  70  foot  boat  which  departs  from 
Proveincetown  Harbor  twice  a  day  during  the  spring  and 
fall  months.  The  trip  was  sponsored  by  the  Cultural  Af- 
fairs Committee  and  was  collaborated,  designed, 
organized,  and  chaparoned  by  Lee  Haselton,  the  famous 
advisor  to  the  Main  Sheet.  Lee  also  ha^^ns  to  be  the 
college's  resident  Whale  Person,  having  been  involved 
with  whales  in  one  capacity  or  another  since  she  first 
developed  an  interest  in  scrimshaw.  Transportation  was 
provided  from  the  college  via  a  chartered  bus.  Cost  of  the 
trip  was  a  bai^ain  four  dollars  per  person,which  was  quite 
reasonable  considering  the  normal  fee  of  seven  dollars 
that  the  operators  of  the  Dolphin  charge. 

The  boat  left  the  Provincetown  sUp  at  3:00  after  a  brief 
talk  by  her  resident  scientist,  "Stormy"  Mayo.  Ap- 
parently, there  had  been  sightings  of  a  pair  of  right  whales 
that  morning  in  Cape  Cod  Bay,  so  we  headed  west  to  try 
and  catch  a  glimpse  of  these  rare  beasts.  Although  the  sun 
was  warm  at  first,  the  sky  soon  became  overcast  and  a 
cool  breeze  stirred  up,  so  after  a  couple  of  hours'  worth  of 
wandering  around  the  bay.  we  headed  north  to  try  and 
spot  some  of  the  more  common  fin  whales.  Sure  enough, 
the  first  mate  soon  spotted  a  spout  off  the  port  bow,  and 
everyone  crowded  around  the  front  of  the  boat,  craning 
their  necks  for  a  locA  at  a  real  live  cetaceaiL 


As  we  approached  the  animal,  it  became  clear  that 
wa«  looUjig  not  at  a  single  beast,  but  at  a  mother  and 
baby.  The  mother,  who  mas  about  fifty  feet  long, 
Interested  in  the  boat,  and  she  came  within  thirty  feet 
so  of  the  bow,  presenting  quite  a  spectacle.  The  pair 
stayed  around  the  boat  for  fifteen  minutes  and  then 
disappeared,  at  which  time  we  headed  off  for  home  port. 
On  the  way  back,  we  encountered  another  fin  whale, 
although  this  one  would  not  come  as  near  the  boat.  Still, 
was  rather  astounding  to  know  that  these  creatures 
living  in  the  waters  north  of  Cape  Cod  and  that  there 
enough  of  them  left  around  for  us  tourist-types  to  spot. 


When  we  returned  to  P-Town,  many  of  the  group  went  to 
grab  a  quick  dinner  In  town  before  the  bus  left  A  dozen  or 
so  of  us  went  to  Cookie's  Restaurant  for  Portugese  food 
and  Mateus  Rose.  From  there,  some  of  the  bunch  went 
back  on  the  bus,  while  the  rest  went  to  a  peaceful 
gathering  at  a  beach  in  Truro,  where  we  became  the 
famous  Truro  Nine,  singing  dirty  Irish  ballads  and 
listening  to  Monty  Python  in  Russ  Kendall's  van. 

In  short,  everyone  got  wet,  cold,  and  probably  a  little 
tired,  but  the  sight  of  a  fifty-foot  cetacean  made  the  trip 
well  worth  whUe.

We  have  qualified  instructiirs  at  CCCC  who  are  willing 
to  spend  in  addition  time  after  class  tiitoring  students  in 
need  of  extra  help,  if  the  students  will  only  seek  attentioa 
It  is  not  unusual  to  find  Instructors  and  staff,  talking  with 
you  and  answering  your  questions,  even  though  they  are 
not  your  designate  advisor.  Try  to  get  a  professor  in  a 

large  university,  or  for  that  matter  any  professional  -  to 
spend  tiiat  much  time  wiUi  you  on  individual  levels,  and 
see  If  your  pocket  doesn't  feel  considerably  lighter  aff- 
terwards.  It  isn't  only  Just  tije  fact  that  professors  take 
time  to  talk  to  you.  but  Uie  fact  tiiat  they  re^y  seem  to 
care,  is  one  rf  the  tilings  which  makes  4C's  a  good  place  Ui 

I  feel  that  there  are  many  opportunities  here  at  4C's,  If 
the  students  would  only  take  advantage  of  tiiem,  they 
could  make  tbeir  time  spent  at  this  school  a  more 
tneaningful  and  enjoyable  experience.

Tests  '"'^Inaccurate"? 


(Editor's  Note:  The  Collegiate  Consumer  Reporting 
Service,  University  of  Arizona,  Is  designed  to  help  college 
newspapers  report  consumer  news  of  Importance  to 
students.

If  "logical  diagrams"  or  "major  factor  (principle! 
sets"  don't  ring  a  bell  and  you  have  to  take  one  of  the 
standardized  tests  necessary  for  admission  to  most 
graduate  programs,  you  might  think  twice  about  how 
you're  going  to  prepare  for  the  exam  -  if,  indeed,  you  are 
going  to  prepare  for  it  at  all. 

The  effectiveness  of  courses  designed  to  prepare 
students  for  tests  like  the  Graduate  Record  Exam  (GRE ), 
the  Law  School  Admission  Test  (I^AT)  and  the  Medical 
CoUege  Admission  Test  (MCAT)  Is  In  much  dispute 
among  those  who  run  the  review  courses  and  those  who 
develop  the  tests. 

Tens  of  thousands  of  students  take  these  courses  each 
year,  paying  t)etween  (100  and  $300.  depending  on  the 
length  of  the  course  and  the  amount  of  material  covered. 

For  the  most  part,  they  learn  test-taking  strategy.  They 
are  taught  what  to  expect  on  the  tests  -  the  type  of 
questions  asked  and  the  concepts  behind  the  questions. 


They  are  also  given  the  chance  to  take  a  sample  test  under 
conditions  similar  to  those  they  will  be  facing  the  day  of 
the  actual  exam. 

Stanley  H.  Kaplan,  founder  of  the  centers  bearing  his 
name,  claims  that  students  who  take  a  Kaplan  review 
course  after  a  dlaappolntlng  first  score,  will  improve  their 
scores  on  the  second  test  by  an  average  of  100  points. 

And  Janet  FlnklesUln,  coordinator  of  an  LSAT 
preparation  course  at  Adelphl  University  in  New  York, 
says  that  while  they  don't  guarantee  test  scores,  "any 
qualified  student  who  is  really  serious  about  going  to  law 
school  should  be  able  to  score  at  least  6O0  points  ( out  of  a 
possible  SOO)  after  taking  the  course.  If  they  don't,  and 
tbey  choose  to  take  the  LSaT  again,  they  can  take  the 
review  course  for  a  second  time,  free  of  charge." 

Plnklestein  says  that  although  the  Educational  Testing 
Service,  developer  of  the  LSAT  and  most  standardized 
tests,  claims  it  is  impossible  to  study  for  the  L£AT,  you 
can,  and  should,  prepare  for  it. 

"You  cannot  say.  'Come  to  the  course  and  you'll  do 
great.'  You  can  say,  'Come  to  the  course,  do  the  work, 
study  hard,  then  you'U  do  well,'"  she  says. 

Pinklestein  explains  that  her  course  familiarizes 
students  with  the  test  and,  teaches  them  short  cuts  so  they 
can  finish  each  section  In  time.

The  Adelphi  program  is  a  relatively  new  one. 
Finklesteln  says  everyone  who  took  the  first  session  of  the 
course  improved  their  scores  by  50-1&0  points 

Ed  Deptula.  assistant  to  the  administrative  director  of 
the  John  Sexton  Test  Preparation  Center  in  New  Yorii 
aty,  says  their  LSAT  review  course  teaches  students  to 
understand  and  define  the  terms  ETS  uses  in  the  make-up 
of  the  exam. 

"If  you  don't  understand  the  terms  and  how  they  are 
being  used,  even  an  intelligent  person  could  be  in 
trouble."  Deptula  says. 

However,  ETS  disagrees  with  the  score-improvement 
claims  of  Kaplan  and  the  other  coaching  schools. 

Jenne  Brittel.  executive  director  for  program  planning 
and  consumer  affairs  for  the  Princeton,  J.  J,  flm,  says 
their  research  shows  that  "coaching  does  not  make  a 
significant  difference." 

Anyone.  Brittell  conten  ds.  taking  an  ETS  test  for  the 
second  time  will  improve  their  scores  by  about  60  points 
because  they  are  more  familiar  with  the  test  format. 

Tom  White,  vice  president  and  director  of  the  tester's 
law  program,  says  ETS  is  ETS  Is  "unaware  of  any 
evidence  that  would  indlcaaU  that  study  courses  are  any 
e  effective  than  a  person  diligently  going  through  the 
e  provided  free  ( by  ETS  I  to  prepare  for

"People  should  not  be  advised  to  take  the  test  cold.  It's 
foolish  of  them  to  waltz  in  there  and  expect  to  do  their  best 
by  now  knowing  what  they're  going  to  be  asked  or  what 
the  routines  are." 

He  says  the  materials  provided  free  by  ETS  gives  an 
elaborate  description  of  the  questions  asked  on  the  test 
and  different  strategies    for  answering  questions. 

"If  students  want  the  test  to  best  reflect  their  aptitude." 
White  says,  "They  should  get  that  information  and  study 
itlnaway  that  would  not  be  haphazard." 

White  concedes,  however,  that  every  person's  response 
to  being  prepared  is  different,  and  the  "do-it-yourself' 
approach  is  not  totally  effective  for  every  peraon. 

"In  that  case,"  he  says,  "having  a  more  stnictured

NEW  YORK.  April  18  -  "Unethical"  cults  "have  In- 
filtrated almost  every  campus  in  the  country"  to  such  an 
Jtxtent  that  if  "your  child  la  In  college  or  high  school,  the 
'  chances  are  good  that  sometime  this  year,  he  or  she  will 
'  be  approached  by  a  cult  recruiter,"  today  asserted  a 
survey  article  on  cults  In  the  current  (May)  Issue  of 
LADIES'  HOME  JOURNAL. 

In  the  JOURNAL  article: 

Cult- researcher  Flo  Conway  asserted,  "Almost  all  the 
groups  who  are  recruiting  on  campus  don't  identify 
themselves."  She  cited  the  Reverend  Sun  Myung  Moon's 
Unification  Church  which  often  enlists  new  "Moonles" 
through  CARP,  its  Collegiate  Association  for  the 
Research  of  Principles  organization.  "They  have  centers 
on  or  near  Just  about  every  campus  in  every  state  of  the 
union,"  claims  Ms  Conway,  who  spent  four  years  in- 
vestigating cults  fora  book.  "They  present  themselves  as 
a  campus  social  club.  People  are  drawn  into  the  Moonle 
movement  and  will  be  there  three  or  four  weeks  before 
they  even  realize  that  CARP  is  part  of  the  Moon 
organization.  By  thai  time,  Uiey  have  become  so  trapped 
by  mind  control  techniques  that  they  really  no  longer  have 
the  free  will  to  break  out." 

Dr,  Margaret  Thaler  Singer,  a  noted  authority  on  cults, 
stated,  "One  of  the  largest  and  most  established  cults  iii 
the  U.S.  today  uses  almost  line-by-line  'thought  reform" 
techniques  that  were  used  by  North  Koreans  on  United 
Nations  prisoners  during  the  Korean  War,  While  cults 
don't  generally  hold  a  gun  to  your  bead  and  threaten  to 
execute  you,  that  is  not  necessary,  because  social  and 
psychological  persuasion  techniques  are  far  more  ef- 
fective." the  University  of  California  psychatrty 
professor  said. 

Ms,  Conway  also  revealed.  'In  our  researdi,  we  came 
across  numerous  reports  of  cults  that  were  arming 
themselves.  Two  of  the  larger  organizations  we  found 
have  been  given  instructions  by  their  leaders  that  in  case 
of  what  tbey  consider  to  be  blasphemy  by  outsiders,  they 
should  try  to  kill  those  people.  And  if  they  are  unable  to  do 
so,  they  should  kill  themselves." 

In  the  article.  Dr.  Singer  urged  that  cults  be  legally 
mandated  to  fully  describe  their  identity  and  the  nature  of 
their  activities  before  approaching  schools  or  com- 
munities. 

The  psychatilst  asserted  in  the  JOURNAL:  "The  whole 
question  of  the  First  Amendment  and  what  It  does  and 
doesn't  protect  bears  closer  examination  as  tl^  result  of 
the  cults.  Many  of  our  most  prominent  U^al  philosophers 
are  already  beginning  to  take  a  look  at  the  issues  invoh'ed 
and  are  considering  what  are  the  legal  rl^jls  of  families 
within  our  society. 

"If  unethical  cults  are  permitted  to  p-oliferate  un- 
checked," Dr,  Singer  stated,  "more  families  could  be 
threatened  and  we  would  have  more  people  accepting 
totalistic  and  totalitarian  meUiods  of  group  living  without 
being  aware  of  exactly  what  they  are  involved  in. " 
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King  Cancels  Summer 


In  a  long  awaited  move,  Governor  Ed  King  today 
cancelled  summer  vacations  for  75,000  Massachusetts 
students  under  Uie  age  of  twenty,  citing  insurance  In- 
dustry statistics  that  show  the  number  of  deaths  among 
young  people  climbs  abrupUy  In  the  summer  monUis. 

'It  is  a  great  tragedy  Uiat  In  this  day  and  age,  we  allow 
the'sUughter  of  innocent  young  people  on  our  lakes,  roads 
and  beaches,"  said  the  Governor,  In  a  press  conference 
announcing  Uie  new  proposal.  "We  cannot  afford  these 
needless  deaths." 


Tragic  Accident 


Would  Have  Been 
Avoided  Under  King  Plan 

■Hiree  young  Cape  residents  were  killed  today  and  one 
seriously  injured  In  an  auto  accident  Uiat  probably  would 
have  been  avoided  under  Governor  King's  proposal  to  ban 
summer  for  Mass.  residents  under  the  age  of  twenty. 

In  a  late  night  crash,  a  smaU  sedan  being  operated  by 
nineteen-year-old  Richard  Waters  of  CentervUle  sheared 
off  a  utility  pole  on  Route  28  in  West  Yarmouth,  killing  the 
driver  and  two  passengers,  eighteen-year-old  Katy 
MacDonald  of  Kingston  and  nineteen-year-old  Chet 
Franzia  of  South  Boston.  Severely  Injured  was  twenty- 
one-year-old  Mark  Dennis,  from  CentervUle, 


The  four  had  apparenUy  left  the  parking  lot  of  a  local 
nightspot  at  about  rnie  fifteen  AM,  and  headed  toward 
Hyannls.  According  to  an  eyewitness,  Uie  Waters  vehicle 
was  bevelling  at  a  high  rate  of  speed  when  It  suddenly 
swerved  and  hit  a  telephone  pole. 

Yarmouth  rescue  authorities  pnmounced  the  three 
youths  dead  at  the  scene  of  the  accident.  The  fourth  Is  in 
critical  condition  at  Cape  Cod  Hospital. 

Police  officers  at  the  scene  commented.  "This  is  a  clear 
case  of  where  the  Governor's  proposal  banning  summer 
vacations  would  have  saved  three  lives.  If  these  kids  had 
been  going  to  school  In  the  morning,  they  wouldn't  have 
been  out  this  late,  and  this  wouldn't  have  happened." 

The  Governor's  office,  when  asked  to  comment  on  the 
tragedy,  issued  a  statement  saying,  "We  console  all  in- 
volved in  this  senseless  tragedy.  Under  my  proposal,  this 
type  of  thing  would  be  avoided.  Students  would  have  to  be 
In  early  to  get  to  school  in  the  morning,  and  wouldn't  be 
out  carousing  till  all  hours." 

When  asked  to  speculate  whether  the  eighteen  year  old 
drinking  ban  was  a  failure  in  light  of  these  deaths,  the 
Governor's  spokesman  commented,  "That's  foolish.  If 
kids  are  going  to  break  the  law,  they're  going  to  suffer. 
It's  horrible  that  they  have  to  leam  in  this  manner." 


Under  the  terms  of  the  Governor's  proposal,  an  students 
under  the  age  of  twenty  would  be  required  to  continue 
attending  classes  through  tiie  summer,  with  a  choice  of 
repeating  classes  failed  in  the  Spring  semester,  or  star- 
ting classes  selected  for  the  fall  semester.  Attendance  at 
these  classes  would  be  mandatory,  and  each  absence 
would  be  punishable  by  a  thirty  percent  tuition  hike. 


Faculty  members  would  be  required  to  continue 
teachbig  classes  at  tiie  same  rate  of  pay  ttey  would 
receive  for  the  normal  school  year.  Teachers  not  at- 
tending summer  classes  would  be  severed  from  their 
respective  lnstltuOons,and  banned  from  ever  holding  attending  classes, 
state  jobs  again.  Private  schools  would  face  similar 


under  the  proposal. 

•In  addition  to  lives  of  young  people  being  saved,  this 
plan  would  save  twenty-three  hundred  barrels  of  ex- 
pensive foreign  oil  a  day."  said  the  Governor 

"This  would  be  accomplished  by  forcing  kids  to  stay 
put,  and  not  allowing  them  to  run  down  to  the  Cape,  or 
whatever," 


Additionally,  this  proposal  would  aid  in  Uie  enforcement 
of  the  Governor's  new  twenty  year  old  drinking  law,  as 
students  would  presumably  not  consume  alcohol  while

ReacUon  to  Governor  Ed  Klng'a  ban  on  auminer  (or 
Muuchusetts  students  under  the  age  of  twenty  was 
strong  today,  as  teachers,  students  and  maintenance 
staffs  of  state  schools  protested  the  move,  saying  that  it 
was  an  unconscionable  burden  on  thtm. 

Student  reaction  ran  as  might  be  expected,  with  con- 
demnation of  the  Governor's  being  nearly  unalmous. 

"Who  does  the  Govemn-  think  he  Is?"  Asked  one 
outraged  student,  Mark  Bono  from  Plymouth,  a  second 
year  student  at  Cape  Cod  Community  CoUege.  "He's 
acting  like  a  king." 

"The  governor  Is  attempting  to  lake  away  more  of  our 
rights,"  said  Krisple  Green,  former  Student  Senate 
President  "First  our  right  to  drink,  nowour  right  to 
summer  vacations.  What  wlU  go  next,  our  right  to  smoke 
pot?" 

Faculty  representatives  blasted  the  proposal,  saying 
that  the  Governor  had  violated  the  contract  the  state  has 
with  the  teachers  union. 

"Teachers  in  the  Cmnmonwealth  have  contracts,  which 
almost  universally  caU  for  nine  months  of  works  (or 
twelve  months  of  pay,"  stated  Harlan  Quick,  Faculty 
Union  steward.

In  a  stunning  development,  conservative  Democratic 
Governor  E^dward  Ring  announced  today  that  he  Is  In- 
troducing a  bin  Into  the  Massachusetts  legislature  to 
l^allze  marijuana. 

The  Governor,  probably  known  nationally  as  the  man 
who  raised  the  Mass  drlnUng  age  frota  eighteen  to  twenty 
years,  announced  the  move  at  a  noontime  press  con- 
ference in  Boston. 

"We  Xodk  booze  away  from  the  kids,"  King  stated. 
"They  need  something  to  party  with. 

The  leglslatltn,  expected  to  face  a  tough  battle  for 
pasage,  legallsea  posesalon  of  all  amounts  of  the  sub- 
stance, provided  a  quality  grading  system,  state  licensing 
of  distributors  and  a  sti^  tax  on  the  weed  that  has  been 
illecal  in  the  US  since  the  thirties. 

"We're  losing  a  huge  amount  of  tax  money  by  leaving 
marijuana  alone."  said  the  Governor  "We  feel  this 
money  Is  going  directly  to  organized  crime  now.  We 
should  have  It." 

Statistics  released  with  the  bUl  show  that  the  tax,  at 
present  rates  of  consumption,  would  yield  |7O0  million  in 
revenues  in  fiscal  year  1960,  and  Increasing  amounts  in 
future  years.  Also,  some  $500  million  would  be  saved 
under  the  new  law  by  elimination  of  enforcement  costs  of 
the  present  law. 

King's  proposal  goes  much  farther  than  model 
legislation  proposed  by  the  Nati(NiBl  Organization  for  the 
reform  of  Marijuana  Laws,  NORML,  In  that  It  l^allses 
pot,  whereas  the  NORML  proposal  miiq  for 
decriminalization. 

Other  features  of  the  proposal  are  subsidied  to  Bay 
State  farmers  to  grow  the  weed  domestically,  price 
controb  to  stop  a  lower  priced  black  market  bam 
developing,  such  as  in  bootleg  cigarettes,  which  are 
smuggled  Into  the  state  to  avoid  high  taxes,  and  quality 
controls,  which  create  erades  of  marijuana  tiy  relative 


THC  content  (THC  Is  the  active  Ingredient  In  marijuana, 
somewhat  like   alcohol  In  wine). 

The  grading  scale  goes  for  Class  C,  with  8-10  percent 
THC  content,  similar  to  Mexican  or  Jamaican  pot,  to 
Class  B.  10-15  percent  THC,  similar  to  hl^  qua'uty 
Colombian  or  Callfomlan  weed,  and  Class  A,  IS  percent  on 
up,  whidi  would  Include  such  exotic  strains  as  Hawalln, 
VletNamese  or  African  and  other  Items  such  as  hashish  or 
-thaisUcks.'

The  Mass  Assn.  of  Phamaclsts  condemned  the  move 
sstrongly,  saying  the  Governor  was  putting  control  of  the 
drug  in  the  wrong  hands.  "Unprofessional  practices  In  an 
area  as  crucial  as  this  could  have  disasterous  con- 
sequences. What  is  to  limit  an  individual  from  sellln  pot  to 
pre-school  age  children?" 

Many  Bay  State  residents  showed  their  appreciation  (or 
the  Governor's  proposal  by  engaging  in  Impromptu 
"smoke-ins"  or  "plant-ins"  where  marijuana  cigarettes 
or  joints  were  smoked  publically,  and  seeds  planted  for 
"future  generations." 

Liberal  state  Senator.  Democrat  Bamy  Frank,  called 
the  move  "a  good,  new  view  of  the  really  of  an  often 
misunderstood  situation."

Gays 


There  has  been  a  pr(qx>sal  at  Cape  Cod  Community 
College  to.  starting  In  the  Fall  1979  semester,  give  priori^ 
for  acceptance  to  gay  applicants  as  the  first  step  in  con- 
verting the  school  to  an  all  gay  college.  The  most  in- 
fluential factor  in  this  decision  is  said  to  be  that  gays  have 
a  tendency  to  be  bothered  less  by  phobias.  If  this  is  true, 
then  they  would  be  better  suited  to  study  in  buildings  that 
are  falling  down  around  them. 

A  recent  study  on  phobias  showed  that  92  percent  of 
male  gays  are  not  afraid  to  let  their  feelings  be  known  if 
they  are  attracted  to  another  male  of  greater  size.  They 
don't  fear  being  hit,  kicked,  or  castrated  for  admitting 
these  feelings,  where  for  non-gays  (straights),  none  said 
they  would  tell  a  larger  male  that  they  loved  or  wanted 
him.

Metric  System's 
Reception

What  IS  it  to  being  different?  II  sets  you  apart  from  the 
others  as  an  oddity  of  some  kind  You  are  not  accepted 
by  the  majority  This  is  happening  today  with  many 
things  people,  fashions,  fads  and  Ideas.  People  don't 
like  to  have  their  traditional  ways  cfiaUenged  by 
something  radical  and  difficult  to  understand.  This 
includes  Ihe  metric  system's  reception  in  this  country. 

The  prospect  of  the  United  States  adopting  this 
universal  form  of  measure  is  Inevitable.  Many  people 
don't  like  or  want  the  metric  system.  It  scares  them. 
Some  feel  It  is  too  difficult  or  would  rather  sUck  to  the 
good  old  way  of  measuring  things.  But,  in  fact,  we  have 
been  using  Ihe  metric  system  everyday.  Everytime  you 
reach  into  your  wallet  or  dig  into  your  pockets  for  the 
green  stuff  you  use  metrics.  Our  monetary  system  is 

All  of  Europe  uses  metrics.  Vou  may  have  noticed  that 
on  Ihe  Wide  World  of  SporXa  the  ski  teams  raced  downhill 
at  so  many  meters  per  second.  Time  Is  another  thing 
thai  doesn't  need  to  be  converted  to  metric  since  It 
already  is  that  way.  In  England  you  can  buy  liters  of 
milk,  but  in  France  even  though  it  Is  sold  in  grams,  a 
pound  of  butter  is  still  called  a  pound  of  butter  -  it's  Just  a 
matter  of  speech.  In  Canada  all  of  the  roadslgns  are  in 
metric.  Therefore.  80  kilometers  is  not  a  breakneck 
peice.  It's  only  a  "thrifty"  50  miles  per  hour. 

Many  people,  including  myself  do  not  fully  understand 
the  metric  system.  We  Americans  are  the  different  ones 
in  not  being  a  metric  country.  Eventually  we  will  have 
to  team  metric  in  order  to  deal  in  the  European  common 
market  and  to  understand  what  they  are  saying  at  the 
Olympics  next  year.  A  way  to  make  the  Integration  of 
this  foreign  unit  of  measure  is  to  bring  It  Into  the  schools. 
Here  at  Cape  Cod  Community  CoUege  a  course  ex- 
clusively on  metrics  could  be  offered  for  the  night  and 
day  programs.  This  would  be  helpful  to  all  who  are  in- 
terested in  getting  a  head  start  on  learning  this  unit  of 
measure.  This  could  break  down  the  barriers  against 
this  so  called  "harder  way  to  measure"  and  make  It  a

Though 
the  festivities  on  the 
Bristol,  R.I.  campus  had 
started  the  previous

This  may  be  the  wrong  subject  to  end  the  spring 
semester  on,  but  this  fad  deserves  everyone's  special 
attention  and  concern.  Suicide  b  on  the  rise  not  only  in 
coUeges,  but  in  high  schools,  too.  I  am  not  pretending  to  be 
a  qualified  sulcldologist,  but  I  am  speaking  from  my  mind 
and  heart. 

The  reasons  a  student  contemplates  ending  his  or  her 
life  are  very  personal.  He  may  be  upset  or  worried  about 
his  academic  performance,  or  about  whether  he  will 
receive  financial  aid  or  work  study  for  tl 
A  student's  life  at  college  can  be  very  u 
latter  demonstrates.  Anxiety,  and  the.->  depression  can  set 
in  to  his  or  her  life.  When  this  happenii.  a  person  can  do 
one  of  two  things.  He  can  either  tell  somebody  that  he  has 
a  problem  that's  got  him  down,  or  he  can  continue  to  deny 
that  a  problem  exists,  which  makes  the  problem  much 
worse.  Enter,  the  preventative  mental  health  worker.  He 
woriis  In  a  commiuiity  setting  to  provide  easier  access  to 
suppOTt  systems,  to  mental  health  centers,  or  to  com- 
munity residences. 

There  are  ways  in  which  this  problem  can  be  alleviated. 
One  Important  way  is  to  have  crisis  intervention  per- 
sonnel available  either  at  school,  or  on  call.  A  trained 
crisis  person  can  initiate  immediate  counseling  help,  and 
make  referrals  to  psychiatrists,  psychologists,  and  to 
local  mental  health  centers.  He  is  indeed  Important,  as  a 
3tud»it's  life  could  be  saved.  A  crisis  intervention  per- 
son's job  is  to  help  people  in  immediate  crisis.  He  is  a 
pivotal  character  in  the  scene.  He"  feels  a  certain  sense  of 
accomplishment  when  he  works  well  with  a  person  In 

Deans  and  Presidents  and  staff  of  colleges  around  the 
country  are  worrying  about  how  to  handle  the  problem  of 
student  suicides.  Why,  instead  of  worrying  about  the 
problem,  don't  they  do  something  to  try  and  alleviate  K? 
Not  only  administrative  personnel  but  the  teacho^  who 
see  students  every  day  in  their  classes,  and  student  ad- 
visOTs,  can  help  the  suicidal,  depressed  student  who  wants 
to  give  up  on  living  by  tryuing  to  initiate  a  one-to-one 
relationship,  keeping  the  student's  problem  in  confidence, 
unless,  of  course,  the  student  may  be  dangerous  to  blm- 
self.  Indeed,  the  student's  faculty  advisor  can  be  a  great 
source  of  aid.  Therefore,  the  teaching  faculty  should  also 
get  into  workshops  and  seminars  on  crisis  intervention 
technique,  andhow  to  work  with  this  type  of  person.  What 
tosay  and  what  not  to  say,  what  to  do,  and  whatnot  to  do. 
This  is  also  very  important. 

Also,  Administration,  faculty,  and  staff  can  become 
aware  of  procedures  through  workshops  and  seminars 
conducted  by  mental  health  professl(Mials.  Not  only  is  the 
C.I.  person  involved,  but  also  the  staff  of  the  local  mental 
health  center.  All  work  as  a  team  to  provide  delivery  of 
services  when  they  are  needed  most. 

The  people  at  Cape  Cod  Community  CoUege  stlU  have  a 
lot  to  learn  about  the  subject  of  student  suidde  this  fall 
semester  of  79,  and  about  crisis  intervention  services.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  I  will  be  in  school  when  these 
procedures  are  acted  on  and  initiated.

Many  studenta  and  athletes  at  CCCC  will  reflect  upon 
1979  B3  the  year  that  vanity  hockey  died,  but  the  year 
may  serve  as  more  than  Just  a  point  of  do  return  for  the 
previously  successful  prt^ram. 

Because  of  the  amount  of  money  being  saved  from  such 
an  expensive  sport  In  the  future,  the  Department  of 
Physical  Education  will  be  able  to  off  era  larger  variety  of 
sports  next  year. 

A  new  program,  being  tabbed  as  an  "extramural 
sports"  program  by  department  chairman  Charles 
Larson,  will  offer  some  new  sports  to  (XCC  studoits,  but 
not  Just  on  an  intramural  basis. 

The  extramural  sports  program  will  sponsor  com- 
petition between  CCCC  and  other  schools.  It  Isn't  up  on  the 
varsity  level,  but  it  is  a  stepbeyond  the  intramural  level. 
In  addition  to  that,  if  the  sports  catch  on  at  the  college,  it 
could  indeed  develop  into  a  full-time  varsity  sport. 

The  new  program  will  include  men's  soccer,  women's 
vollyball,  co-ed  cross  country,  men's  hockey,  women's 
Softball,  and  co-ed  golf. 

Although  it  was  disappointing  to  see  the  downfall  of 
hockey,  possibly  the  addition  of  funds  for  other  sports  will 
upgrade  the  quality  of  the  Physical  Eklucation  Deaprt- 


A  sport  such  as  men's  soccer  shouldn't  fail  on  Cape  Cod. 
The  Cape  is  a  hotbed  for  high  school  soccer  and  schools 
such  as  Bamstable.Dennls-yarmoutfa,  and  Nauset  have 
regularly  turned  out  league  champions.  Many  of  those 
high  school  players  want  to  stay  close  to  home  for  their 
firsttwoyears  of  college.  More  than  any  other  sport  in  the 
extramural  program,  men's  soccer  probably  has  the  best 
chance  of  surviving. 

Sports  such  as  cross-country  and  golf  will  also  probably 
turn  out  to  be  rather  successful,  being  popular  sports  on 
Cape  Cod.  And  of  course,  men's  hockey  will  continue  to 
hve  on,allhough  not  on  an  intercolle^ate  basis. 

Howevewr.  the  program  was  not  developed  for  purely 
college  "big-time"  purposes.  According  to  Larson,  there 
will  not  be  coaches,  but  supervisors.  And  that  the  purpose 
is  not  to  develop  a  larger  varsity  sports  program,  but  to 
give  students  a  chance  to  participate  in  competition 
without  having  to  give  up  every  afternoon  of  the  week  for 
practice  or  for  a  game. 

The  release  from  the  department  says,  in  part,  "SkiU 
levels,  elegibllity  requirements,  or  the  more  formalized 
aspects  of  intercollegiate  sports,  are  not  emphasized..."

If  you  arc  a  teacher,  are  you  sure  the 
studenis  would  come  to  class,  laugh  at  your  jokes  and  treat 
vou  with  respect?  If  you  are  a  sludenl,  would  you  do  what 
your  teachers  want? 

I  recently  talked  about  education  with  a  group  of  college 
studenis  They  fdt  thai  the  pressures  of  term  papers  and 
examinaiions  left  ihem  no  lime  to  really  absorb  their 
subjeas  or  even  lo  think  about  them.  Tliere  was  one  ex- 
ception. He  was  a  young  Vietnam  veieran  who  had  been 
badly  injured  in  combat-  He  received  a  government 
disability  pension.  He  lived  frugally,  and  his  pension  met 
his  foreseeable  rinandal  needs. 

The  veteran  handled  college  very  differently  from  the 
other  sutdenis.  He  concentrated  on  the  classes  from  which 
he  learned  and  didn't  worry  about  the  others.  He  got  some 
low  grades,  bul  didn't  lei  them  bother  him.  He  went  to 
school  to  learn,  not  lo  receive  good  grades. 

The  other  studenis  in  the  group  wished  that  they  could 
follow  his  example  None  of  them  dared.  They  feared  that 
low  grades  might  damage  iheir  future  employmeni 
possibilities.  I  have  never  seen  a  belter  illustration  of  the 
nature  of  grading,  which  has  to  do  more  with  money  and 
power,  than  with  learnine.

Banks  provide  a  number 
of  different  checking  account  services,  and  savings  and 
loans  offer  some  aliemaiives  to  the  use  of  bank  checking 
accounts.  A  careful  choice  can  save  some  consumen  SIO- 
$30  a  year.  The  various  possibililies  and  their  obvious  and 
hidden  costs  are  explained  in  the  following  paragraphs.

profits  more  from  the  higher  balance. 
Alternative  Bank  Checking  Serricts.  The  service  charge  on 
a  checking  account  may  be  assessed  in  one  of  several  ways. 
Banks  may  charge  a  flat  fee  plus  additional  amounts  for 
each  check  wriiien  during  the  monthly  cycle.  Or,  they  may 
charge  a  flat  monthly  fee  of  S2  to  S3  (S24  to  S36  a  year)  for 
checking  services  no  matter  how  many  checks  were  written. 
Usually,  one  of  these  two  methods  is  used  to  charge  a 
depositor's  account  which  has  dropped  below  ihe 
minimum  balance  for  the  month.  Another  alternative  is  a 
flat  charge  of  10  to  IS  cents  for  each  check  written. 
Checkbook  Costs.  Many  banks  provide  free,  non-descripi 
checks  (some  wiihoul  a  printed  name  and  address),  as  weU 
as  "scenic"  and  other  more  colorful  checks  which  range  in 
cost  from  S.95  to  S5  00  for  200  checks. 
Check  OverdrsTI  Charges.  Banks  charge  from  S3  lo  S5  for 
overdrawing  a  checking  account.  One  bank  said  ii  would 
call  a  depositor  in  every  case  before  "bouncing" 
(dishonoring)  a  check.  A  few  banks  stated  that  ihcy  would 
call  the  first  time  the  account  was  overdrawn,  and  othcn 
said  they  would  call  only  if  an  "arrangemeni"  had  been 
made  with  the  account  holder.  Whether  or  not  a  bank  will 
notify  a  customer  before  remrning  a  check  seems  to  be  a 
function  of  the  bank's  relationship  with  the  individual 
customer.  Large  banks  have  so  many  depositors  that  the 
chance  of  a  penonal  relationship  is  limited.  Since  an 
overdraw  is  often  the  result  of  an  innocent  mistake  made 
by  the  bank  or  the  depositor  and  may  cause  unnecessary 
embarrassment,  all  banks  should  make  a  reasonable  effort 

Free  Checking  Accounts.  Banks  tend  lo  encourage  the  view 
thai  checking  accounts  are  simply  a  service  involving  costs 
to  them  that  must  be  passed  on  lo  the  consumer.  In  reality, 
the  banks  use  the  daily  balances  remaining  in  checking 
accounts  lo  earn  profits,  jsut  as  they  use  savings  deposits 
on  which  interest  is  paid  to  the  customer.  That  banks  can 
easily  afford  lo  provide  free  checking  accounts  is  revealed 
by  the  fact  that  some  Eastern  banks  have  discontinued 
checking  account  charges.  In  addition  although  it  is 
currenUy  illegal  lo  pay  interest  on  regular  checking  ac- 
counts, several  Eastern  and  Midwestern  commercial  and 
mutual  savings  banks  are  now  paying  interest  on  special 
types  of  checking  accounts.  For  insUnee.  some  will  ottend 
Interest-free  tines  of  credit  lo  customers  who  can  write 
checks  on  that  line  of  credit  during  a  monthly  cycle  just  like

The  new.  ■'federalized" 
car.  was  slower,  less  responsive,  and  handled  less  well  than 
(he  older  MGB  series  cars. 


Clearly,  by  1979,  the  MGB  was  showing  its  age.  The  16- 
ycar  old  design  was  underpowered,  its  appearance  had 
suffered  with  the  addition  of  crash  bumpers,  and  its 
handling  was  markedly  inferior  to  modem  sports  car 
designs.  The  other  car  m  the  MG  hneup,  the  Midget,  had 
basically  been  designed  in  1957.  The  1979  Midget  body  was 
essentially  identical  to  a  1958  Austin-Healcy  Sprite,  with  a 
number  of  styhng  changes.  The  Midget,  however,  was  by 
now  equipped  with  a  I500cc  Triumph  engine,  which 
suffered  with  one  emission-strangled  carburetor:  ils  body 
was  garnished  with  federal  bumpers;  and  its  suspension 
was  also  raised  up  an  inch  and  a  half.  The  Midget's  per- 
formance suffered  drastically 

Both  MG  models  were  in  desperate  need  of  being  phased 
out  and  replaced  with  something  more  modem,  but  ap- 
parently the  new  Leyland  Cars  (The  nationally-owned 
company  that  controls  MG)  management  feels  ihat  this 
project  would  not  be  worth  the  cost.  The  news  finally 
broke  in  early  September  that  MG  Cars.  Limited,  would  no 
longer  be  producing  cars  as  a  result  of  corporate 
reorganization.  The  factories  would  be  closed,  and  25.000 
workers  would  be  dismissed.  1  greeted  the  news  of  this 
move.designed  lo  cut  corners  for  the  struggling  company 
(which  has  been  plagued  with  labor  disputes  and  a 
reputation  for  producing  outdated  sports  cars  for  years] 
with  mixed  emotions.  I  drive  a  1960  MGA,  and  I  am  fond 
of  MG's  in  general,  so  the  news  saddened  me  somewhat. 
However,  I  feel  that  MG  has  produced  nothing  but  out- 
moded rubbish  since  1974,  and  these  modem  day 
technological  wonders  were  doing  little  to  enhance  the 

Still,  it  is  rather  a  shame  that  the  50-year-old  company  is 
being  shut  down.  Certainly  the  other  branches  of  Leyland 
cars  (Rover,  Triumph,  Austin,  and  Morris)  are  producing 
reasonably  modem,  competitive  cars  while  MG  has  done 
nothing  of  the  kind  lately,  but  it  is  always  sad  when  another 
fine  old  marque  passes  into  oblivion.  MG  will  be  missed.

So  what  a  hypnosis?  li  is  an  ability  li 
imaginaiion.  tnjsl;  and  openness  to  suggestion. 
Throughout  our  daily  Uves  we  arc  constantly  bombarded 
with  suggestions  and  stimuli  ranging  from  people  speaking, 
to  ncwspapcn  and  television,  lo  dogs  barking.  We  choose, 
cither  consciously  or  subconsciously,  to  focus  our  attention 
on  certain  stimuli.  Once  we  make  that  choice,  we  block  out 
cverythingelse,  such  as  when  we  become  involved  in  a  good

"The  paradox  about  hypnotism  is  what  appears  to  be  a 
loss  of  control  is  really  an  exercise  in  greater  control." 
according  to  Dr'Herben  Spiegal,  a  recognized  hyp- 
notherapist in  New  York  City.  The  hypnotist  shapes  t'

e  could  look  at  the  subject  as  an  acior 
and  the  iiypnoUst  as  the  director  of  one's  psyche.  Hypnosis 
is  not  something  the  hypnotist  does;  the  hypnotist  is  merely 
the  catalyst,  The  subjeei  hypnotizes  oneself. 

The  psychailric  and  law  enforcement  professions  have 
been  using  hypnosis  with  patients  and  eyewimcsses  to  help 
ihem  recall  childhood  incidents  or  details  of  crime  We  arc 
ihf  total  of  all  knowledge  we  have  acquired  since  birth. 
Everything  we  hear,  see  and  do  is  retained  in  the  storehouse 
of  our  subconscious.  Thus,  through  hypnosis,  we  can 
regress  to  any  age  or  event  and  respond  as  we  actually  did 
at  thai  specific  moment  in  time,  describing  such  details  as 
who  was  at  our  fifth  birthday  party  or  the  characteristics  of 
a  criminal,  li  is  thought  by  some  in  the  field  that  we  can 
even  regress  lo  the  womb,  based  on  the  assumption  that  we 
have  a  subconscious  once  the  bram  is  formed 

Hypnosis  is  also  becommg  a  valid  tool  of  the  medical 
profession.  It  is  bemg  used  in  the  elimination  of  pain 
during  childbirth,  surgery,  and  by  dentists.  Additionally,  ii 
isused  in  the  control  of  weight,  smoking  and  even  for  birth 
control  and  enlarging  breast  size;  it  is  possible  through 
hypnotism  to  control  body  functions,  to  some  degree, 
including  blood  flow  lo  certain  areas  of  the  body. 

Hypnosis  is  now  often  referred  to  as  "the  new  art  of 
healing,"  based  on  the  fact  thai  approximately  80  percent 
of  all  illnesses  begin  in  the  mind,  according  lo  Dr.  William 
Kroger,  a  medical  doctor  and  hypnotherapist  at  the  UCLA 
Medical  Center.  Since  hypnosis  is  a  phenomenon  of  the 
mind,  it  can  be  used  to  help  speed  a  cure  by  sirengihcning 
belief,  confidence  and  conviction  in  the  ability  and  desire

rash,  can  be  induced  by  suggestion  during  hypnosis  and 
then  taken  away  The  mind  can  destroy  and  the  mind  can 
heal.  After  all.  is  any  healing  really  more  than  the  power  of 
positive  thinking  or  faith  in  the  power  of  cure?  And  if  that 
faith  is  removed,  if  one  no  longer  believes  thai  an  antibiotic 
will  be  cffeciivc,  will  ii  then  lose  iis  power?  Much  can  be 
done  with  hypnosis  without  knowing  why.  and  close  lo  80 
pcrccni  of  the  population  is  able  to  achieve  some  state  of 
hypnosis,  according  to  Korger  and  FDr.  Milton  Erickosn, 
both  of  whom  are  two  of  the  most  respected  hyp- 
notherapists in  the  field. 

Personal  improvement  and  changing  one's  habits  are 
best  approachr'l  by  using  self-hypnosis,  as  opposed  to 
frequent  and  mostly  trips  to  the  hypnotist.  All  self- 
improvement  requires  constant  reenforcemeni.  In  its  most 
fundamenial  form,  self-hypnosis  is  simply  deep  relaxation  - 
the  removal  of  stress  and  tension.  Carried  further,  it  can  be 
used  to  program  oneself  for  weighi  loss,  memory  im- 
provement, increased  athletic  abilities,  more  self  con- 
Hdence,  self-healing,  and  much  more.  The  possibilities  are 
seemingly  endless. 

Self-hypnosis  is  a  wonderful  tool  which  can  be  used  at 
home  or  at  work.  The  process  varies  depending  upon  the 
hypnotist  from  whom  you  learn  it.  Basically,  an  individual 
is  given  a  suggestion  by  ihc  hypnotist  socnc  can  enter  a 
deep  state  of  relaxation  whenever  il  is  desired.  The  length 
of  lime  the  subject  will  stay  under  hypnosis  is  determined 
by  the  hypnotist  -  usually  ten  minutes  ■  and  the  body's 
perfect  clock  takes  over.  The  subject  is  then  taught  lo 
program  oneself  for  whatever  purpose  Ihe  subject  chooses. 
The  subject  should  then  use  ihe  procedure  once  a  day  to 
achieve  the  desired  rcsulis.  Once  the  subject  has  conquered 
the  fu-st  problem,  one  can  go  on  to  another  and  then 
another. 

What  are  the  dangers  of  hypnosis?  Like  any  other 
science,  it  can  be,  and  is,  abused.  Once  Ihe  hypnotist  has 
gained  your  trust,  he  or  she  has  an  obligation  not  to  abuse 
il,  for  Ihc  hypnotist  can  induce  both  positive  and  negative 
haUucinaiions  while  the  subject  is  hypnotized.  Thai  is,  ihe 
hypnotist  can  make  a  subject  "see"  thai  which  is  not  there, 
as  in  a  mirage,  or  can  lake  away  something  that  is  there, 
such  as  physhosomatic  blindness.  For  another  example,  the

Because  hypnosis  is  dependent  on  the  subject's  openness  lo 
suggestion  -  either  by  external  stimuli  or  by  oneself  -  we 
could  say  that  salesmanship  is  hypnosis;  watching  a  movie 
is  hypnosis;  therapy  is  hypnosis.  Faiih  healing,  mediiation, 
yoga,  biodeedback,  and  EST  (Erhard  Seminars  Training) 
are  all  forms  of  hypnosis  because  they  are  discipUnes  which 
involve  conditioning  to  become  relaxed  quickly. 

Although  hypnosis  has  existed  for  hundreds  of  yean,  it 
still  remains  a  new  frontier.  During  the  next  few  years,  as 
the  fear  and  superstition  surrounding  hypnosis  are 
dispelled,  you  will  find  it  becoming  widely  used  in  many 
areas  of  life.  The  possibilities  and  uses  of  hypnosis  are 
limited  only  by  the  mind,  and  the  only  true  limitations  of 
the  mind  are  those  that  we  acknowledge

One  important  way  is  to  have  crisis  IntervenUon  per- 
sonnel available  either  at  school,  or  on  caU  A  tralwd 
cnsis  peraon  can  initiate  Immediate  counseling  help,  and 
make  referrals  to  psychiatrists,  psychologists  and  to 
local  mental  health  centers.  He  is  indeed  Important,  as  a 
student  s  life  could  be  saved.  A  crisis  Intervention  per- 
son s  Job  IS  to  help  people  in  immediate  crisis  He  is  a 
pivotal  character  In  the  scene.  He  feels  a  certain  sense  of 
accomplishment  when  he  works  well  with  a  person  in 

The  reasons  a  student  contemplates  ending  his  or  her 
life  are  very  personal.  He  may  be  upset  or  worried  about 
his  academic  performance,  or  about  whether  he  will 
receive  financial  aid  or  work  study  for  the  nert  semester 
A  student's  life  at  college  can  be  very  uncertain,  as  the 
latter  demonstrates.  Anxiety,  and  then  depressloD  can  set 
in  to  his  or  her  life.  When  this  happens,  a  person  can  do 
one  of  two  things.  He  can  either  teU  somebody  that  he  has 
a  problem  that's  got  him  down,  or  he  can  continue  to  deny 
that  a  problem  exists,  which  makes  the  problem  much 
worse.  Enter,  the  preventative  mental  health  worker.  He 
works  in  a  cwmnunity  setting  to  provide  easier  access  to 
support  systems,  to  mental  health  centers,  or  to  com- 
munity residences. 

Deans  and  Presidents  and  staff  of  colleges  around  the 
country  are  worrying  about  how  to  handle  the  problem  of 
student  suicides.  Why.  instead  of  worrying  about  the 
problem,  don't  they  do  something  to  try  and  alleviate  It? 
Not  only  administrative  personnel,  but  the  teachers  who 
see  students  every  day  in  their  classes,  and  student  ad- 
visors, can  help  the  suicidal,  depressed  student  who  wants 
to  give  up  on  living  by  tryuing  to  initiate  a  one-to^me 
relationship,  keeping  the  student's  proliiem  in  confidence, 
unless,  of  course,  the  student  may  be  dangeroni  to  him- 
self. Indeed,  the  student's  faculty  advisor  can  be  a  great 
source  of  aid.  Therefore,  the  teaching  faculty  should  also 
get  into  workshops  and  seminars  on  crisis  intervaiticm 
technique,  andhow  to  work  with  this  type  of  person.  What 
to  say  and  what  not  to  say.  what  to  do.  and  what  not  to  do. 
This  is  also  very  important. 

Also.  Administration,  faculty,  and  staff  can  become 
aware  of  procedures  through  worksh<:^  and  seminars 
conducted  by  mental  health  professionals.  Not  only  is  the 
C.I.  person  involved,  but  also  the  staff  of  the  local  mental 
health  center.  All  work  as  a  team  to  provide  dehvery  of 
services  when  they  are  needed  most. 

The  people  at  Cape  Cod  Community  CoUege  still  have  a 
lot  to  learn  about  the  subject  of  student  suicide  this  fall 
semester  of  '79,  and  about  crisis  intervention  services.  I 
sincerely  hope  that  I  will  be  in  school  when  these 
procedures  are  acted  on  and  initiated.

The  US-  Central  Intelligence  Agency  is  deeply  in- 
volved with  American  universities  and  professors,  and  is 
fighting  hard  to  resist  efforts  to  oust  the  spy  agency  from 
academia.

Iranian  students.  The  families  of  such  students  later  were 
visited  in  Iran  by  SAVAK  agents  who  tried  to  convince  the 
families  to  dissuade  their  children  from  political  aaivities. 

Although  many  professors  find  CIA  ties  to  be  lucrative, 
Harvard  University's  President  Derek  Bok  -  who 
inaugurated  an  effort  to  regulate  CIA  activities  at  Harvard 
over  three  years  ago  —  believes  that  "CIA  covert  recruiting 
threatens  (he  integrity  and  independence  of  the  academic 

In  response  to  guidelines  written  by  Harvard  to  restrict 
some  CIA  activities  and  to  expose  others,  the  spy  agency 
said  flatly  it  would  ignore  the  Harvard  guidelines. 

President  Carter's  CIA  director.  Adm.  Stansfield 
Turner,  has  declared:  "If  we  were  required  to  abide  by  the 
rules  of  every  corporation,  every  academic  institution,  it 
would  become  impossible  to  do  the  required  job  for  our 
country.  Harvard  does  not  have  any  legal  authority  over 

In  addition  to  Harvard:  the  CIA  is  especially  active  in 
other  Ivy  League  schools  -  a  traditional  recruiting  ground 
for  agency  spies   and   executives.    But   in   recent   years. 

Penltaoasc  discovered,  the  agency  has  also  been  active  in 
other  universities.

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Cape  Cod  Driving,  a  Hazardous  Experience 


Driving  west  on  Route  6  one  evcmng  last  summer,  1 
noticed  the  driver  of  the  lone  car  ahead  of  me  waving  his 
right  arm  as  he  looked  in  his  rear  view  mirror.  1  was 
confused  and  then  I  realized  that  he  probably  felt  that  1  was 
driving  too  close  to  his  cat,  1  felt  that  I  was  a  safe  distance 
behind  the  car,  but  nevenheless  1  decreased  my  speed  and 
began  lo  drop  back.  Suddenly  the  car  came  to  a  stopi  I 
swerved  to  the  left  and  successfully  avoided  hitting  it.  This 


and  elsewhere,  arc  r\jde  and  reckless.  The  root  of  the 
problem  on  the  Cape,  I  believe,  lies  in  the  tourists,  who  are 
not  familiar  with  the  area,  and  many  of  the  natives,  who 
^ave  become  intolerant  of  the  tourists. 

When  I  moved  to  the  Cape  two  years  ago.  my  previous 
driving  experience  had  been  chicfiy  on  the  winding  country  " 
roads  of  my  hometown  and  the  narrow.  hiUy  streets  of  a 
nearby  city  -  both  severely  damaged  by  extremely  harsh 
winters.  I  was  thrilled  to  find  that  Cape  Cod  had  smooth, 
wide  streets  and  highways.  But  I  quickly  learned  that 
driving  on  the  Cape  was  as  as  hazardous  as  it  is  in  the  city. 

My  first  impression  of  Cape  Cod  drivers  was  that  they 
drove  FAST-  Everyone  appears  lo  be  in  a  hurry.  This 
secou  odd  in  view  of  the  faa  thai  many  people  choose  to 
live  on  the  Cape  because  of  the  "slow,  relaxed  pace,"  The 
penoD  you  meet  strolling  peacefully  on  the  beach  may  well 
be  the  person  who  will  run  you  down  on  his  way  home. 

One  thing  I  have  learned  since  1  moved  here  is  to  drive 
with  one  eye  on  the  road  and  one  eye  in  the  rear-view 
mirror;  Cape  Cod  drivers  love  to  pass  on  the  righl.  I  find 
this  a  most  annoying  and  potentially  dangerous  habit,  and 
I  spoke  10  James  Friel,  Supervising  Hearings  Officer  at  the 


Hyannis  offics  of  the  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  about  it. 
He  informed  me  that  this  practice  is  legal  in  three  cir- 
cumstances. These  three  conditions  are  cited  in  Ihe 
Massachusetts  Registry  of  Motor  Vehicles  drivers'  license

sof  ricleni  width  for  two  or  more  lines  of  vehicles  moving  In

MORE  THAN  A  DOZEN  Texas  A&M  U .  students  dressed 
in  dancing  shoes  and  their  John  Travolta  finest  were 
confused  when  they  showed  up  for  a  scheduled  meeting  of 
the  A&M  "Disco  Association"-most  of  those  in  the  room 
were  dressed  in  very  undiscolike  cut-offs  and  lee-shirts.

The  rcceni  closing  of  state  offices,  and  schools  because 
of  the  visit  of  Pope  John  Paul  II,  was  without  a  doubl  a 
grave  mistake.  Without  caring  for  the  people  outside  the 
Catholic  faiih,  Governor  King  decided  to  call  on  the  Stale 
Senate  to  make  the  day  a  state  holiday,  thus  leaving  all 
non-Catholic  stale  employees,  and  others  affected  by  the 
closingof  slate  buildings  10  observe  Ihis  day.  If  this  is  going 
lo  be  Governor  King'spolicylo  create  stale  holidays  due  to 
religious  observances,  then  we  should  have  all  Jewish 
holidays  off  too. 

This  brings  up  the  question  of  separation  of  church  and 
stale.  Wasn't  this  one  of  the  reasons  for  the  founding  of 
our  governmenl?

After  graduation  from  Allegheny  College 
in  Pennsylvania,  Mr.  Robinson  joined  the  Air  Force,  where 
he  attained  the  rank  of  First  Lieutenant,  and  was  a  drug 
and  alcoholism  counselor.  After  his  discharge  from  the 
service  he  returned  to  school  and  received  his  Masters 
degree  in  Student  Personnel  Administration  from  Syracuse 
University.

President  James  F.  Hall  will  not  be  at  the  4C's  next 
semester.  He  is  leaving  in  January  on  a  six-month  sab- 
batical to  London,  England.  Taking  over  his  duties  will  be 
Dean  of  Academic  Affairs  William  D.  Young.  In  two 
interviews  Hall  spoke  on  a  wide  range  of  topics  that  in- 
chided  his  career  at  the  4C's,  his  opinion  of  the  Main  Sheet, 
the  Student  Senate,  and  his  reasons  for  going  on  a  sab- 
batical. 

Hall  became  president  of  the  4C's  in  1972  after  serving 
15  years  as  president  of  Dutchess  Community  College  in 
New  York  State.

A  collection  of  art  and  cultural  artifacts  created  by  faculty 
and  staff  of     Cape  Cod  Community  College  is  now  on 
display  in  the  library,  through  December  21st.

Being  a  freshman,  the  venture  into  college  was  new  to  me 
this  fall.
